Ghotbzadeh said it was the 
plot that caused cancellation 
of Waldheim's first public 
appearance — a visit with 
alleged victims of the de¬ 
posed shah’s regime.

TEHRAN (AP) — A mob marched on the Soviet 
embassy on Tuesday. The Turkish embassy was the 
focus of a demonstration on Wednesday. Which em¬ 
bassy will be next? 

The shrinking diplomatic community in Tehran is 
taking no chances. 
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"The shredding machines 
have been working overnight 
for the past eight weeks, 
ever since the Americans 
were overrun," said one of 
the few remaining Western 
diplomats. “We would all 
have been caught with our 
pants down if we’d been hit 
the same day.” 

Consigned lo oblivion are 
documents linking any Ira¬ 
nian official with embassy 
contacts before, during or 
since the revolition. Such 
information is a potential 
tool in the current political 
quagmire of Iran. 

The militants occupying 
the U.S. embassy have pub¬ 
licized secret documents 
linking several senior- Ira¬ 
nian officials with the U.S. 
government, and the detri¬ 
mental effect on their ca¬ 
reers was suddi". 

Diplomatic sources said 
that as many as 70 Iranian 
officials, including some 
members of the Revolution¬ 
ary Council, were in contact 
with the American embassy 
and could be subject to politi¬ 
cal blackmail by thy mili¬ 
tants here. 

The concern among em¬ 
bassies pervades not only 
Western missions but also 
those of Third World and 
communist nation^. About 70 
nations have embassies in 
Tehran.

with Ghotbzadeh in his first 
talks aimed at freeing the 
hostages held af the U.S. 
embassy in Tehran. 

About an hour after Wald¬ 
heim was to have arrived, an 
Iranian official announced 
the visit had been cancelled 
because of “a security risk" 
from demonstrations. 

Iranian television said the 
reason was Waldheim's "ill 
health.” 

The demonstrators parad¬ 
ed around the block, chant¬ 
ing mainly anti-American 
slogans. Some were heard to 
shout, “Marg Bar Wald¬ 
heim!” (Death to Wald¬ 
heim). 

Initial statements from 
Waldheim and the foreign 
ministry on the first round of 
talks stressed that the two 
men had concentrated on 
Iranian grievances. 

Waldheim said the hostage 
issue was dfccussed but did 
not elaborate. A 700-word 
communique from the for¬ 
eign ministry did not even 
mention the hostages, who 
have been held by militants 
at the embassy since Nov. 
4. 

The statement was devot¬ 
ed almost entirely to an ac¬ 
count of Waldheim's concern 
over “the violations of 
human rights suffered by the 
Iranian people under the 
previous regime,” and Ira¬ 
nian criticism of the United 
States and other super¬ 
powers. 

The militants insist they 
will not release the hostages 
until the shah is returned to 
stand trial for alleged 
crimes committed during his 
regime. 

The UN Security Council 
gave Waldheim a new man¬ 
date Monday to try to win the 
release of the hostages — put 
at 50 by the U.S. state de¬ 
partment, 49 by their captors 
and 43 by three U.S. clergy¬ 
men who visited them at 
Christmas.

Mother burns child 
to ‘get rid of devil’ 


NEW YORK (UPI) — A 
woman, trying to "get rid of 
the devil" in her 20-month- 
old son, scalded him with 
water, placed him in a hot 
oven and then stood in the 
nude crooning an exorcism 
chant, police said Wednes¬ 
day. 


The child, Leon Justin, 
was in critical condition in 
the hospital with burns over 
95 per cent of his body and 
was not expected to live. His 
mother, Patricia Abraham, 
25, was charged with first- 
degree assault. 


The police said the inci¬ 
dent occurred about mid¬ 
night Tuesday in the 
woman's first-floor apart¬ 
ment. 


“It was an exorcism rite," 
a police spokesman said. 
“She said she was trying to 
get rid of the devil. God had 
told her the baby was pos¬ 
sessed.” 


She told neighbors, “If you 
want to see the devil burn, 
come on ip," the spokesman 
said. 


Neighbors called police. 


The police spokesman said 
detectives had determined 
Miss Abraham was not a 
member of a religious cult 
and apparently had no his¬ 
tory of mental illness. 


The woman's common-law 
husband, Leroy Justly was 
not present at the time of the 
incident.

In Kabul, Afghanistan's 
new leader, Babrak Karmal, 
appeared on television for 
the first time and denounced 
deposed leader Hafizullah 
Amin as a puppet of the 
United States and a CIA 
agent. 

Amin was executed after 
the coup last Thursday when 
the Soviet Union sent an esti¬ 
mated 35,000 to 45,000 troops 
into Afghanistan.

$627

The price of gold 
soared to a record $627 
U.S. ($734 Canadian) an 
ounce in hectic trading on 
the Hong Kong bullion 
market today. 

But almost no transac¬ 
tions were recorded and 
dealers said the price 
was being pushed up by 
sellers holding stocks. 

‘There can be no better 
investment in 1980," one 
Hong Kong dealer said of 
the precious metal. 
"Gold is rising at a dollar 
a minute this morning.” 


On Wednesday, gold 
soared to all-time highs 
in the United States and 
Europe with buyers 
hardpressed to find 
sellers. 

Gold ended trading in 
New York at a record 
$574 ($672 Canadian) an 
ounce, an increase of $37 
from Monday. 

Gold set two records in 
London, jumping an un 
precedented $43 from 
Monday’s price to close 
at a record $567.50 ($663 
Canadian) a troy ounce 
In Paris, gold fever 
was so high that trading 
in the metal was suspend 
ed as bids soared and still 
nobody wanted to sell 
London silver prices 
rose by $8 to a record $40 
($47 Canadian) an ounce 
— up 112 per cent since 
Dec. 7. 


Poll record low 




for government 


TORONTO (UPC) — The 
popularity of Prime Minister 
Clark’s Conservatives in De¬ 
cember was the lowest of 
any government in power in 
the 39-year history of the 
Gallup Poll, a spokesman 
said Wednesday. 

In the Toronto-based Gal¬ 
lup organization’s survey, 
conducted before the gov¬ 
ernment’s defeat and re¬ 
leased Wednesday, eligible 
voters were asked, "If an 


election was held today, who 
would you vote for?” 

According to the poll con¬ 
ducted in the first four days 
of December, the governing 
Tories netted 27 per cent of 
popular support,-while 47 
per cent of respondents 
would support the Liberals, 
23 per cent would vote for the 
New Democratic Party 
while three per cent would 
vole for other parties and 
independents. 


Thomson bidding high for FP shares 


TORONTO (CP) — Thomson News¬ 
papers Ltd. has submitted a $139-million 
cash offer to purchase all of the issued and 
outstanding shares of FP Publications 
Ltd., the Thomson group announced \\ed- 
nesday. 

Thomson, Which owns 36 daily news¬ 
papers in Canada, said in a statement the 
offer was $4,000 a share for Class A or 
voting shares and $62.50 a share for equity 
shares. 

The statement said the offer—which 
expires Jan. 11—gave Thomson the right 
to purchase less than all the shares if not 
all shareholders accept the offer. 

The statement said the proposed acqui¬ 
sition would be financed by internal or 


borrowed funds. No ..hares of Thomson 
Newspapers would be issued in connection 
with the proposed transaction. 

FP Publications publishes eight daily 
newspapers in Canada, including The 
Daily Colonist and Times of Victoria and 
the Vancouver Sun. 

Toronto financier Conrad Black, with 
partners John Bassett, chairman of Baton 
Broadcasting Inc., Frederik Eaton, chair¬ 
man of T. Eaton Co., and George Gafdiner, 
president of the investment firm Gardiner 
Watson Ltd., have offered a reported 
$120.3 million for FP. 

R. Howard Webster of Montreal has bid 
an estimated $109 million for FP, which 
also has substantial printing interests. 


Richard Shead of Winnipeg, lawyer for 
the John Sifton estate which owns,about 
22 per cent of FP voting stock, said in a 
telephone interview the family would meet 
in Toronto this weekend to discuss the 
proposed offer. 


Shead said he could not comment on the 
family's reaction until after the meeting,, 
originally set up to discuss the offer by 
Black’s group. 


Black was not available for comment 
but Bassett said he discussed the issue with 
Gardiner. 


"As far as Mr. Bassett and Mr. Gar¬ 
diner are concerned, we are not prepared 


to pay any more," Bassett said. "We fell 
the bid we made was ample." 

He said it would be ridiculous to gel into 
a bidding competition with Lord Thomson 
and the Thomson organization 

Bassett also said that even if the Black 
deal had gone through, "I wouldn't have 
owned a bit of it." 

Bassett said he was acting as chairman 
of the Telegram Corp., set up in the 1950s 
by Bassett and the late John David Eaton 
for their sons. 

Thomson publishes 70 newspapers in 
the U.S. and 49’newspapers in Canada, 
including the Nanaimo Free Press, Kelow¬ 
na Courier, Penticton Herald and Kam¬ 
loops Sentinel.

VANCOUVER (CP) - A disciplin¬ 
ary committee of the Law Society of 
B.C. found Wednesday that Vancouver 
lawyer Jack James deliberately con¬ 
travened the society’s professional 
conduct rules by using “promotional 
and slick” advertising. 

Society deputy-secretary Dennis 
Oimstead said the committee would 
meet again to hear submissions on the 
penally to be imposed on James, who 
operates The Law Shoppe in downtow n 
Vancouver. 


The three-member committee said 
James’s ads, in the windows of his 
office and in the The Province in 
September, went beyond the reason¬ 
able needs of informing the public. 

"In the committee’s opinion, the ad¬ 
vertisement breached those standards 
of good taste and dignity appropriate 
for members of this society,” the rul¬ 
ing said. 

The disciplinary action arose out of 
advertising that accompanied the 
opening last September of The Law 


Shoppe. James offered a $19.95 special 
on wills and processed 600 in a two- 
week period. 

The society last March relaxed a 
58-year ban to permit informational 
ads that would provide location of 
offices and advertising of special¬ 
ties. 

The restrictions say ads must be 
dignified and accurate and not claim 
superiority over other members of 
the profession.

The Moslem insurgents, 
who have been waging "a 
holy war" against the three 
Marxist regimes that have 
ruled Afghanistan since the 
first of three coups 20 
months ago, have held Ba- 
main for several months. 

There also were reports 
Wednesday that the Soviet 
troops were battling regular 
Afghan army units still re 
sisting last week’s coup and 
that they had launched a 


major offensive against 
rebels in the mountains in 
northeastern Afghanistan 
near the Pakistan border. 

In Karachi, the English- 
language newspaper Dawn 
quoted sources as saying the 
Soviet troops are using me¬ 
chanized columns to battle 
poorly equipped but well-en¬ 
trenched, anti-government 
forces In the northeastern 
mountain provinces of 
Konar and Nufistan. The 
provinces had proved inac¬ 
cessible to Afghan govern¬ 
ment troops before the So¬ 
viet invasion. 

Asian and Western diplo¬ 
matic sources in Kabul also 
said that the Soviet forces 
moved by plane into Herat in 
western Afghanistan last 
Thursday, the same day they,

The paper reported other 
fighting between Soviet and 
Afghan army troops at Bari- 
kot, also near the Khyber 
Pass, and said Soviet forces 
recaptured a post in Badak- 
shan province, in the north¬ 
east near the Soviet and Chi¬ 
nese borders, after 90 hours 
of fighting and heavy casual¬ 
ties on both sides. 

A Western diplomat in 
New Delhi said he had re¬ 
ports of clashes between So¬ 
viet and Afghan troops in 
Kandahar in southern Afgh¬ 
anistan and at Jalalabad and 
Herat. 

Passengers arriving in Is¬ 
tanbul aboard an Afghan 
Airlines plane reported 
hearing gunfire near Kabul 
until Tuesday afternoon. 
“We could hear the rattle of 
submachineguns in remote 
suburbs of Kabul; some¬ 
times involving intense 
flareups,” said Jasjatslng 
Sandau, an Indian busiQgss- 
man based in London. 

A Dutch couple working 
for the United Nations Food 
and Agriculture Organiza¬ 
tion said there was “intense 
shooting between Soviet 
troops and snipers reported 
to be from the Afghan armed 
forces." 

Despite The large number 
of Soviet troops in the coun¬ 
try, the Russians were main¬ 
taining a low profile in the 
capital. Most of the troops 
stationed around Kabul were 
deployed at the airport and 
along the edge of the city. 

In the downtown area, So¬ 
viet tanks guarded Radio 
Afghanistan offices and So¬ 
viet sentries stood in front of 
the post and telegraph office 
and the interior ministry. 

In justifying its actions, 
the Soviet Union claimed 
last week that the Afghan 
government had asked for 
help. The Russians charged 
that the rebels were trained 
in Pakistan by the United 
States, China and Egypt and 
were being supported by 
them. 

U.S. spokesmen denied 
this, and President Carter 
condemned the Soviet action 
in harsh terms and called it a 
“grave threat" to peace.

SALISBURY (Reuter) — 
Rhodesia’s guerrilla leaders 
said Wednesday they want 
more time to round up their 
forces and send them to 
ceasefire collection points. 

But a spokesman for Brit¬ 
ish interim Gov. Lord 
Soames said it was unlikely 
the request would be grant¬ 
ed. 

Only about 1,100 of the es¬ 
timated 16,000 guerrillas In¬ 
side Rhodesia have checked 
in since the ceasefire came 
into effect last Friday. 

With only two days left 
before the deadline, pessi¬ 


mism is growing about the 
final figure. 

Spokesmen for Robert 
Mugabe's Zimbabwe Afri¬ 
can National Union and Jo¬ 
shua Nkomo’s Zimbabwe 
African Peoples Union, 
which together make up the 


Patriotic Front, said they 
would be asking Soames to 
agree on an extension of the 
deadline. 

A spokesman for Soames 
said, “The deadline is writ¬ 
ten into the Lancaster House 
agreement and it is not in the 


governor’s power to extend 
the deadline." 

In the Zambian capital of 
Lusaka, Nkomo appealed to 
his forces inside Rhodesia to 
report immediately to the 
rendezvous points set up by 
Commonwealth troops 


under the colony's ceasefire 
arrangements. 

Speaking at a news confer¬ 
ence, Nkomo said that 
ZAPU, which is based in 
Zambia, would contest the 
pre-independence elections 
next month under the Patri-

Iranians join 
Palestinians 
against Israel 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) 
— Defying the Lebanese gov¬ 
ernment, a contingent of Ira¬ 
nian militants arrived in 
Lebanon to join the Palestin¬ 
ians in their "struggle" 
against Israel, the volun¬ 
teers' religious leader said 
Wednesday. 

“Our plans are to send 
thousands and thousands of 
volunteers,” said Hojatoles- 
Ipm Mohammed Montazari. 
"Some are already here in 
Lebanon, a few in Beirut and 
a few in the south.” 

Montazari, who surfaced 
in Beirut Wednesday in vio¬ 
lation of a Lebanese govern¬ 
ment ban against him and 
his followers, said he would 
return to Tehran later in the 
day to speed the transfer 
of more volunteers. The 
Lebanese government had 
nb immediate comment on 
Montazari’s presence. 

An aide to Montazari said 
the religious leader arrived 
from Syria several days ago 
to oversee the deployment of 
his force into Lebanon and to 
join in the IStli anniversary 
celebrations of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization . He 
declined to say how Monta¬ 
zari entered Lebanon. 


Montazari attempted to 
hold a news conference Wed¬ 
nesday morning at a hotel in 
predominantly Moslem West 
Beirut, but before it could 
begin, 10 heavily armed se¬ 
curity men surrounded the 
building and forced the reli¬ 
gious leader and his entou¬ 
rage to leave. 

Accompanied by an aide to 
PLO chief Yasser Arafat, 
Montazari and his followers 
then drove to the PLO-con- 
trolled suburb of Sahara, 
where they met with report¬ 
ers in a mosque. 

Some 250 members of 
Montazari’s projected force 
of 10.000 have been in Dama¬ 
scus for the past two weeks, 
undergoing training at a 
PLO base near the Syrian 
capital. 

The frail-looking Monta¬ 
zari, who is in his early 30s, 
would not say how the first 
contingent was able to get 
into Lebanon its number. 

Montazari is the son of 
Ayatollah Hussein Ali Mon¬ 
tazari, a member of Iran's 
ruling revolutionary council. 
The elder Montazari has 
been quoted as saying his son 
is mentally unbalanced. 


17. S. cleric tilts 
toward Khomeini 


TEHRAN (AP) —One of a 
delegation of American 
clergymen told an audience 
at a Tehran mosque Wed¬ 
nesday that he and his col¬ 
leagues would teach Ameri¬ 
cans about “the suffering of 
the Iranian people under the 
previous regime. 

"I have learned that the 
Ifanian people have suffered 
under the shah and the 
American support for that 
regime,” Baptist minister 
ftev Charles Kimball told 
200 Moslems assembled for 
evening prayers. 

Kimball and five other 
clergymen arrived here 
Christmas Eve hoping to 
meet Iranian leaders and 
discuss the holding of 
American hostages at the 
U.S. embassy. They met 


Ayatollah Ruhollah Kho¬ 
meini on Dec. 26 

“After our meeting with 
Imam Khomeini, we share 
your feelings about him," 
Kimball said. 

Another delegation mem¬ 
ber, Rev. John Walsh of 
Princeton University, said, 
”1 believe the shah should be 
brought to justice, and that 
any despotic system should 
be broken. Let justice roll." 

Delegation leader Rev. 
Jimmy Allen, a Baptist min¬ 
ister from San Antonio, Tex., 
said the remarks represent¬ 
ed the speakers’ personal 
views. The group, he said, 
would release a consensus 
statement Thursday when it 
left from Tehran's Mehra- 
bad airport for New York. 


Consulate workers 
skip U.S. hearing 

CHICAGO (AP) — Twenty-five employees of the Iranian 
consulate in Chicago failed to appear Wednesday for a 
meeting to report their plans to leave the United States, 
officials said. 

William Skidmore, a U.S. Immigration and Natural¬ 
ization Service spokesman, said INS investigators would 
be sent today to find the consulate employees. 

They were to have reported their plans to leave the 
country in line with an order by President Carter to re¬ 
duce the size of the Iranian diplomatic corps in the U.S. 

Officials at the consulate refused comment.

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It’s time to use 
the wheat weapon 


A PHRASE likely to be heard more and more 
often during the 1980s is trade sanctions — the 
denial of essential goods and materials to a 
specific country or countries for political pur¬ 
poses. The devastating impact of this interna¬ 
tional weapon was illustrated by the Arab oil 
embargo of 1973. But, with the obvious excep¬ 
tion of sanctions imposed against Rhodesia 
after that country broke away from its British 
colonial status, Western nations have been 
generally loath to resort to such extreme 
measures. 

That reluctance, however, appears to be a 
thilfg of the past. The U.S. has already sought 
international sanctions against Iran, and the 
present year had barely begun when members 
of the North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
were discussing the possible suspension of 
wheat sales and commercial credits to the 
Soviet Union, in retaliation for the Soviets’ 
invasion of Afghanistan. 

The suggestion makes sense, unlike an¬ 
other of the retaliatory actions proposed — a 
boycott of this year’s Olympic Games in Mos¬ 
cow. If the Games were staged and few 
besides the East European and Third World 
countries showed up, the Soviet Union would 
suffer little more than loss of face — the 
embarrassment of hosting a costly fiasco. But 
if North American wheat sales were suddenly 
cut off, along with the lines of credit the 
Soviets need on world markets, the results 
would be catastrophic. 

The Soviet Union should also be threa¬ 
tened by the use of the wheat weapon unless it 
pulls the strings of its Vietnamese puppet 
regime in Phnom Penh, the Cambodian capi¬ 
tal, to allow unhindered distribution of inter¬ 
national relief to the starving Cambodian 
population. 

The U.S. State Department claims it has 
proof that the Vietnamese army is deliberate¬ 
ly obstructing these relief efforts to subdue 
the last pockets of Cambodian resistance. 
Meanwhile, according to the International 
Red Cross, 50,000 Cambodians are dying each 
week of hunger and disease. 

To avert this brutal policy of genocide by 
starvation, the West should present the Soviet 
Union with the spectre of its own starving 
citizens. A grimly ironical piece of blackmail, 
perhaps, but it’s the only kind of foreign 
language they appear to understand.

HONG KONG — One day last 
month the South China Morning Post 
reported the army was being asked to 
guard 28 bodies washed up on the 
beach at Big Wave Bay from “savag¬ 
ing” by village dogs. These were 28 
desperate Chinese who hadn’t made it 
in their bid for freedom. 

The same day I had watched a 
pretty Vietnamese girl trace the flight 
path of a Boeing 747 as it roared in to 
land at Ki Tak Airport. She was one of 
thousands who had almost made it in 
their bid for freedom. Like 7,000 others 
in Sham Sui Po camp, she was waiting 
to find a new home. Many hundreds 
were wondering why it was taking so 
long to get to Canada, the country they 
had selected above all others. 

There arc people in Victoria who 
are wondering the same thing. They 
had guaranteed support, found accom¬ 
modation and looked into job possibili¬ 
ties. 

When I talked to energetic second 
secretary to the Canadian Commis¬ 
sion, Scott J. Mullen, he outlined three 
delays. There weren’t enough air¬ 
planes to transport the people they had 
cleared. There were Vietnamese wait¬ 
ing for medical clearance. He didn't 
want to break up extended families 
and wondered why private groups 
sponsoring Vietnamese couldn’t gel 
together. 

He pointed out that many of those 
leaving North Vietnam came in clans 
and sometimes whole villages. The 
pogroms against the ethnic Chinese in 
Vietnam were forcing them to flee 
for their lives. There were many tra¬ 
gedies as families were torn apart and 
sometimes old people left behind. 
Scott couldn't break up extended fa-

milies to accommodate private spon¬ 
sors who only wanted five people. 

Canada appears to have the best 
reputation among all those nations ac¬ 
cepting refugees. People from North 
Vietnam generally prefer Canada. 
Australia and Great Britain have a 
reputation for racist attitudes, the 
United States for long waiting lists. 

The Vietnamese refugees in Hong 
Kong live in a variety of camps. Ar- 
gyle No. 4 is new and clean but the 
double width, triple-tiered bunks, row 
upon row, are the homes of the 350 
people per barrack room. Cooking is 
done on hot plates which often produce 
severe bums On the children. There is 
some tension between the North and 
South Vietnamese but any bitterness 
seems to melt in their common feeling 
of being Chinese and in their strong 
desire to survive long enough to get to 
a home in North America. In the eve¬ 
ning, in spite of the awful conditions, 
there is a street market with home¬ 
made wares being vended. 

The Chinese of Hong Kong initially 
felt resentment. This is gradually fad¬ 
ing as they acknowledge that a large 
percentage of them were also refugees 
at one time. 

In Sham Sin Po camp, a number of 
men have jobs in the community. They 


are able to buy watches and radios. 
What else is there for them to invest 
their money in? The probtefh is as they 
get off the plane with new watches and 
radios, some North Americans wonder 
how these could be the abjectly poor 
and starving people they see in pic¬ 
tures. 

According to Miss Woon, the U.N. 
representative, some Vietnamese are 
somewhat fussy about where they will 
live and sometimes change their mind. 
One can hardly blame them when so 
little is known about their future 
home. Many asked me, through my 
interpreter: “How cold is Canada"? 

There is a funny conglomeration of 
volunteers in various relief agencies. I 
met a couple of adolescents from the 
Alliance Church off-loading powdered 
milk into a godown for later distribu¬ 
tion. There are Jews and Christians 
working side by side. Bob Davis, a 
missionary of 17 years in Vietnam, has 
gotten to know the individuals and 
their individual heartaches. He was 
able to use $10 sent by Mrs. Laura 
Sorenson of Victoria to help a mother 
pay for bus fare so she could visit her 
daughter hospitalized on the Hong 
Kong Island side. 

The conditions in which the people 
are living begs description. In Jubi¬ 


lee camp there arc 7,000 people in one 
four-storey building, with little venti¬ 
lation. Yet the spirit of the people is 
high. Lam A Duong showed with pride 
a letter from his brother in Toronto. 
The brother was urging him to hurry 
up because Toronto was such a good 
place. Chin Binh Dieu was sorry be¬ 
cause he could show me no documents 
to support the fact that he taught 
physical education at a North Viet¬ 
namese University. He hoped that 
there was some prospect of teaching 
at least in a high school in Canada. 

Vuon Hong Tai and his family 
showed me their appointment cards at 
the Kowloon hospital for three or four 
return visits, but with no medication. 
They are registered for treatment oT 
T.B. but because the Hong Kong gov¬ 
ernment standards are lower than 
those of Canada, they neither get 
treatment in Hong Kong nor admission 
to Canada. 

One elderly Vietnamese gentleman 
was fluent in French. I won't disclose 
his name because he told me of 18 
years in a North Vietnamese prison. 
He wanted to tell his story of priests 
and pastors still in prison but he was so 
suspicious he wanted some protection 
' first. 

All of the people that I met placed 
Canada at the top of their list. Al¬ 
though Canada has a good reputa¬ 
tion for assisting people, the delays 
are still five to six months. 

As I watched the children playing, 
waiting and hoping for a new home 
and freedom, I remembered a special 
baby born to show us God’s mercy and 
love. 

The Vietnamese that I met are 
waiting as patiently as they can.

Campaign debates on camera 
could serve people and parties 





TORONTO—Pierre Tru¬ 
deau's proposal of several 
television debates featuring 
cabinet min¬ 
isters and 
opposition 
front-bench 
critics, on 
subjects like 
energy, eco¬ 
nomic policy 
and foreign 
affairs, as a 
prelude to a 
leader’s de¬ 
bate, rather 
than just one big “winner 
takes all” extravaganza, 
should not be dismissed 
summarily. 

Properly.done, it could be 
one of the most useful de¬ 
velopments on the electoral 
scene in years. 

Canadian campaigns 
have become much too nar¬ 
row in approach. The focus 
is almost exclusively on the 
leaders, who spend six 
weeks winging their way 
back and forth across the 
country from 'one “photo op¬ 
portunity” to another. 

Ttic whole itinerary is 
built around the It o’clock 
news deadline. Everything 
else is secondary. A few feet 
of film of Bd Broadbent 
touring a pulp and paper 
plant, Pierre Trudeau on a 
tobaggan or Joe Clark at the 
wheel of the Nanaimo ferry 
is given 10 times more con¬ 
sideration than economics or 
foreign policy. 

Consequently, the initial 
reaction of NDP and PC 
party spokesman to the Tru¬ 
deau innovation is disap¬ 
pointing. Robin Sears, the 
NDP national campaign 
director, said the purpose of 
a televised debate is to show 
voters the capabilities and 
commitments of current 
party leaders, not to give the 
Liberals television lime to 
run a leadership campaign. 
The PC’s Paul Curley 
viewed the idea as a plot to 
allow the Grits to promote a 
“team approach” and divert 
attention from their leader.

Both reactions are too 
cynical as well as short¬ 
sighted. The NDP has a 
group of young, articulate 
spokesmen who present a 
very appealing image oh TV 
and who would be likely to 
gain voles for the party. 
Likewise Paul Curley 
shouldn’t eschew the Liber¬ 
als’ team approach. He 
should copy it. The Tories' 
number one liability in this 
campaign is Joe Clark, 
whereas some of his minis¬ 
ters are first class and could 
hold their own very well 
against the combined oppo¬ 
sition. So the Tories have as 
much to gain as the Liber¬ 
als. 

More important than 
party considerations is the 
public interest. Voters are 
entitled to a lot more explicit 
information than they have 
been getting and policy de¬ 
bates or interviews would 
help fill the vacuum. 

The energy question is 
just one critically important 
area. What are the pros and 
cons of individual Canadians 
owning Petro Canada, com¬ 
pared to owning it collec¬ 
tively? Which approach 
would best facilitate raising 
the vast sums required to 
increase Canadian partici¬ 
pation in the oil business? If 
Ed Broadbent promises “not 
one more cent for the oil 
companies,” what then is the 
NDP plan to finance the ex¬ 
ploration and development 
essential to make Canada 
self-sufficient in energy? 

These arc only a few of 
hundreds of questions which 
should be answered — more 
than could possibly be ad- 
dressob in one leaders’ de¬ 
bate. It would be useful, as 
well as entertaining, to have 
John Crosbie explain how 
you can reduce federal defi¬ 
cits by raising taxes and 
slowing down the economy, 
when the result is less buoy¬ 
ant revenues.

Arabia itself. The regimes in 
any one of those states could 
pop during the months ahead 
— with shattering impact on 
both the energy scene and 
the inflationary outlook 

Already the threat has had 
an impact on oil prices. At 
least partially to shore 
themselves up and take dis¬ 
tances from the U.S., Saudi 
Arabia and the other oil 
monarchies doubled crude 
oil prices in the past year. 
Further increases are cer¬ 
tain. As a result, inflation in 
the U.S. and other industrial 
ized countries will advance 
and become even less man¬ 
ageable. 

Developing countries de 
pendent upon rapid growth 
will now find all their reve¬ 
nues eaten up by higher fuel 
bills. They will have to turn 
to private banks for financ¬ 
ing. Some of the most indebt¬ 
ed — Brazil, for example, or 
Turkey — are going to have 
trouble raising money. 

Perhaps they will have to 
default — sending a shock 
through the international fi¬ 
nancial system. Maybe they 
will lapse back into autoc¬ 
racy — another blow to 
American prestige. At best 
they will curtail imports — 
notably those purchased 
from the U.S. 

In any case the problems 
of energy dependence, rising 
prices and American decline 
in the world sharpen still 
further. Growth in this coun¬ 
try is bound to slow down, 
and a deep recession seems 
at least possible. 

The trouble would be bear¬ 
able, even welcome, if the 
country was making square 


address to the difficulties. 
Bui President Carter is not 
moving in that direction. He 
still acts as though the cen¬ 
terpiece of all the trouble is 
the hostages. He still plays 
for time, and while bargain¬ 
ing. focusses national atten¬ 
tion on lighting candles for 
the hostages or on prayers. 
He makes it seem that much 
hangs on a meaningless vote 
by the United Nations Secur¬ 
ity Council for sanctions 
against Iran that cannot 
have a serious impact for 
months. 

When it comes to dealing 
directly with the problems 
themselves, the president 
shrinks back. He resists in¬ 
creases in the defence bud 
get. and does nothing to 
reassert a covert capacity 
for projecting political influ 
ence. He takes no new en¬ 
ergy measures in response 
to the huge price increases. 
He leaves most of the fight 
against inflation to the Fed 
eral Reserve Board. He pre 
pares a budget that in 
creases spending on 
education, healjh and low-in 
come housing. f ' 

Moreover, it cannot be 
said that Mr. Carter has mis¬ 
read the public mood. The 
rival presidential candidates 
most likely to bring political 
authority directly to bear on 
serious problems — Edward 
Kennedy for the Democrats 
and John Connally on the 
Republican side — are both 
faring badly. The country is 
pleased to believe that ex¬ 
pressions of goodwill suffice 
to meet the fever of the 
times. It is getting the lead 
ership it deserves, and will 
continue to get it until the 
public mood is jolted by the 
one thing that is certainly 
shaping up for this year — a 
wallop.

OTTAWA — Was William Lyon Mackenzie King 
gay? 

A perusal of his detailed, thorough diaries — the 
latest of which, for 19-19, have just been released — 
provide no definitive answers. But they offer some 
tantalizing hints. 

Consider this entry for Monday, Jan. 24, 1919 , 
w here the former Liberal prime minister recounts a 
vision of being with Sir Winston Churchill "with his 
cheek pressed close to mine." 

The encounter, King reports, brought out "the 
tender side of his nature and of being in something 
of an inner circle where he uttered phrases so 
beautiful that it seemed to me that they scarcely 
could be surpassed for their spiritual signifi¬ 
cance.", r 

THEN THERE is this passage, frum Saturday. 
May 28 that year. King had stepped aside after 21 
years as prime minister and w as going on about how 
be would have preferred to have stayed in public life 
through the 19(9 election. 

"Had I regulated my life as I should have — first 
of all had a home of my own with someone tu share 
my life with me and . . had I surrounded myself by 
the right secretarial staff, a group of active young 
men, to handle different phases of the work. I could 
have carried on." 

Now that "someone" he refers to could have 
meant "wife." But he doesn't say so. And why 
should he have preferred "active young men" as 
secretaries? 

AGAIN, ON OCT. 7, King expresses special 
pleasure at the prospect of a new chauffeur — one 
Camille Clairoux (or Cleroux; he spells it both 
ways). — "I felt the touch of youth about him. a 
readiness to serve faithfully and a pride in the 
association ...” 

AND ON OCT. 25, after having dinner with 
former Indian prime minister Jawahatial Nehru, 
King had this,to say in his diary: 

"As we were about to shake hands. I said they 
had a custom in France which we did not all follow 
here but w(iich I wished to follow tonight, whereup¬ 
on I pul my cheek next to Nehru's and held him fur a 
moment in my arms. 

"I felt instantly the response he made in draw 
ing my chest close to his. It was just a gesture but 
something deeply felt on the part of each of us. It 
seemed to me to mark the fulfilment of what my life 
and the life of my grandfather before me hud stood 
for. 

"We all parted with feelings I am sure of 
enduring affection ..." 

I.Altl.ll.lt DIAKIFS make mention of King's 
"strolls" through the shadier parts of Ottawa and 
his meetings with prostitutes. But he appeared to 
have more interest in reforming — rather than 
performing with — ladies of the night. They only 
woman really to stand out in his life was his 
mother. 

Historian C. I’. Stacey, in his* book A Very 
Double Life, argues that King's association witii 
"Bert" — Henry Albert Harper, a reporter who 
lived with King, and a third friend. Henry Burbidge 
— was "affectionate” and “romantic" but not 
sexual. 

Stacey describes the house where the three lives 
as "a sort of family circle." not "a male love 
nest." 

Still, the question remains. Was King gay? 

Perhaps only his crystal ball will ever know. 

TIIE NIGHT BEFORE New Year's Eve, 1919, 
King, restless and irritable, popped what he de¬ 
scribes in his just-releayed diary as a "large red 
capsule." It began to take effect about 2 a m., when 
he started to have “a weird feeling . . . resembling 
a flat board ... 

This troubled him. So he popped a "nitroglycer¬ 
in tablet with a little Scotch whiskey." 

That put him to sleep, but only briefly. So he 
Took an additional nitroglycerin tablet." And that 
sent him off for the night. 

The next night. New Year's Eve, he was again 
having trouble going to sleep, so he took "a small red 
capsule" at 11:10 p.m. Within minutes, he was out of 
bed. kissing portraits of his mother, father, sister 
and brother on the mantle. Then he fell to his knees 
in prayer before a portrait of his mother. 

Later, after concluding that he had been given a 
mission for the following year— 1950, the year of his 
death — that was predicated on the fact that it is 
“man's own struggle with Inmself and the winning 
of the highest self that alone matters." he went back 
to his bedroom and "look another red capsule." 

It didn't put him to sleep, so he "look a 
nitroglycerin tablet with some whiskey and 
water." 

"Again later,.took another." 

Small wonder he had visions. Small wonder he 
had dreams. 


Anti-life philosophy 
offers death solution 

They call themselves "pro-choice"; yet rarely, if 
ever, do they finish their slogan. “Pro-choice" to do 
what? It is the choice to end a perfectly innocent life 
should it prove to be inconvenient for the woman in¬ 
volved.

Colonist Deg. 20. is one of the most ludicrous misnomers 
of the century. No one, pro-live or not, is forcing any 
woman to go out and get herself pregnant. The right to 
bear or not to bear children, of course, is a woman's 
right and privilege before pregnancy occurs. She 
can choose sexual continence, or if not continence, then 
contraception, then sterilization or, if none of these, she 
can take control in making sure her partner makes such 
a choice. 

However, once pregnancy occurs there is another 
human life involved; not just part of the mother's body, 
but a totally distinct, unique human being. To compare 
the killing of this new life to the freedoms of speech, 
religion and assembly. Mr. Wheeler, is a total mockery 
of the concepts of freedom and justice. 

Even if the unborn child were to be considered 
merely a woman's "property." control over property in 
a civilized society is not absolute. Wo have laws to 
protect animals that the violator owns, lavs against 
physical abuse of offspring after birth, ami laws-to 
deprive parents of religious liberty when life is at stake 
(e g., forced blood transfusions for underag'd Jeho¬ 
vah’s Witnesses). 

The destruction of the unborn child, practised ioday 
tfs a convenience measure, is archaic, regressive, 
uncivilized and inhuman. Yours, Mr. Wheeler, is an 
"anti-life" philosophy which offers death as a solution 
for human problems.

Ombudsman 
violated right 

1 find it a supreme irony that the B.C. office of the 
ombudsman has itself violated a fundamental human 
right in an advertisement which appeared in Victoria 
newspapers Dec. 19. 

In advertising for a senior investigative officer they 
made clear that the position is open to either sex. Well 
and good. But they are guilty of blatant discrimination 
with respect to age. No one over the age of Go is eligible 
for this position. It is my contention that such dis¬ 
crimination is in clear violation of human rights legis¬ 
lation. 

The criteria for this position are demanding and 
justifiably so. Yet 1 personally know of two persons over 
65 whose life experience and successful professional ca¬ 
reers clearly qualify them to at least apply for the posi 
lion. There are undoubtedly scores of other men and 
women with the necessary qualifications. Whatever the 
position, persons over G5, I contend, do not ask for spe¬ 
cial consideration. They merely seek equal consider¬ 
ation. 

During the same week this advertisement ap 
peared. the senate committee under the chairmanship 
of David C'roll proposed an unequivocal ban on manda¬ 
tory retirement. It may be noted that Senator Croll is 79. 
But few Canadians will dispute the fact that this noted 
Canadian has made outstanding contributions to Un¬ 
social policy of our country, both before and after lin¬ 
age of G5. 

Discrimination based on age appears to be an issue 
to which the office of the ombudsman might well 
address itself. Perhaps, first, they will need to pul their 
ow n house in order.

Young Jack Somers, son 
of pioneers who had settled on Tyndall Avenue in 
Gordon Head in the mid 1880s, lost his life but two hours 
into his first engagement — the Battle of Paardeberg 
Drift, February 18, 1900. 

Mr. Wills notes (hat involvement in the Boer War 
"was Canada’s first venture into foreign wars.” Wheth¬ 
er Jack Somers was the first Canadian to lose his life in 
such a venture I do not know, but certainly it seems safe 
to say that the young man from Gordon Head was the 
first from Vancouver Island so to do.

The Greater Victoria Visitor Information Centre, 
you'll be happy to know, has been spending your money 
and mine like a bunch of drunken lords. 

Having said that, I'd like to add that the information 
centre is and should continue to be an important part of 
Victoria’s total tourism package. 

But those responsible for the centre's budget should 
get out of the clouds and be a little more realistic. 

The centre received municipal grants and should 
have stretched its budget accordingly. Unfortunately, 
revenue from other quarters was overestimated and in 
the end, facing a deficit, the centre went back to the 
municipalities for more money. 

Victoria city council quite correctly denied the 
request for additional funds, but gave the centre an 
advance on the 1980 grant. 

It was also a bit painful to listen to Information 
centre officials grab all the credit for a good tourist 
year. With all due respect to the job the centre does, 
some of the credit for list summer's tourism bonanza 
should go elsewhere. 

THE INFORMATION centre points out that reve¬ 
nue from membership dues has increased substan¬ 
tially. And so it should have. Despite all the rhetoric 
that every one of us benefits from tourism—and in a 
way we do—the main beneficiaries arc the downtown 
merchants. 

It is they who should dig into their pockets if the 
centre needs more money. Saanich Aid. John Mika 
made a poignant observation when he told centre 
officials that to his knowledge, the taxpayers didn't 
have all that great a year. 

There arc a lot of people who have a hard time 
scraping together the money for their property taxes 
and they may rightfully ask themselves why they 
should help the hotels and motels, restaurants and 
tourist attractions make a killing during the tourist 
season. \ 

Some municipal support for the information centre 
is justifiable, but the emphasis should be on some. 

FROM TIIE ODDS and ends department comes 
the question what that car is doing on the roof of the 


Pacific Mazda Peugeot building at Johnson and Blan 
shard. 

It is such tasteless manifestations of the free 
enterprise system, which forces governments to keep 
adding to the mountain of rules and regulations that is 
often referred to as red ape . . 

In this case, however. I’d be surprised if there., 
wasn’t a rule on the books already which could be 
applied to get that damned car off the roof. 

Maybe city solicitor Jakob de Villiers could write . 
the company and point out that roof signs are no longer • 
permissible in Victoria. 

And talking about tacky advertising. What William 
Hartley, once upon a time public works minister of 
B.C., did to that Commerce bank at Bay and Douglas is 
enough to make any heritage buff weep 

Hartley bought lhe<old bank building for his insur¬ 
ance firm. No sooner did he set up shop, than In- 
plastered the building with modern signs. If Hartley 
Can’t see how bad it looks, I wonder how he slipped the 
signs past city hall. 

AND FINALLY, a word about parking tickets. 
Seems in Toronto, parking tickets can now be paid at 
any bank. 

Editorial wisdom on the opposite page notwith¬ 
standing, the practice is probably worthy of adoption in 
Victoria. 

It’s difficult enough to find a parking spot in 
downtown to do one’s shopping. To cruise around city - 
hall, searching for a vacant meter to be able to pay a 
parking ticket is ridiculous. 

Pious testimonials by politicians that parking 
tickets are issued to keep the traffic flowing havu^a 
hollow ring to them Revenue from parking fines helps 
swell the city coffers and. to a degree, lessens the lax 
burden on property owners who are either smart enough 
not to go downtown with their cars or careful enough to 
feed the meters. 

Paying tickets should, therefore, be made as easy 
as possible. Getting a ticket in the first place is 
maddening enough, but not being able to find a parking 
spot to pay it. might cause the poor motorist to shun 
downtown forever. 

And that's not what the city wants.

Striking rail staff 
back to table today 


FLOORS OF SAVINGS 


VANCOUVER (UPC) — 
Negotiators for British Co¬ 
lumbia Railway and its 2,200 
striking employees agreed 
Wednesday to resume bar¬ 
gaining for the first time 
since the crippling, $l-mil- 
lion-a-day strike began two 
weeks ago. j 

BCR spokesman Hugh 
Armstrong said a meeting 
between company and Coun¬ 
cil of Railway Unions repre¬ 
sentatives was scheduled for 
Thursday. A provincial me¬ 
diator — probably Vince 
Ready, who was involved in 
the dispute before the strike 
began — would also attend 
the meeting, he said. 

The B.C. Labor Relations 
Board was also expected to 
hand down its decision 
Thursday on the controver¬ 
sial train-manning issue, the 
key stumbling block which 
caused unjon negotiators to 
leave the bargaining table 
and call Ihe full-scale walk¬ 
out Dec. 18. 

The council, which repre¬ 
sents seven BCR unions, has 
applied for a statutory decla¬ 
ration that the council's con¬ 
stitution prwyonts the body 
from negotiating the reduc¬ 
tion in train crews. 

The council argued the 
issue of whether to reduce 
Ihe size of trainmen from 
three to two is not a so-called 
main table issue, but one 
that must be negotiated with 
the union affected — the 
United Transportation 
Union. The company con¬ 
tended the issue was a main- 
lablu one and should be dealt 
with by the council. 

Armstrong said neither 
side had changed its position 
on the train manning issue 
going into the meeting. 

"It's just a meeting to get 
bargaining going again,” he 
said. "We still have 100 
issues to be resolved before a 
settlement can be 
reached.” 

The strike has paralyzed 
all BCR shipments through¬ 
out the province, aggravat¬ 
ing problems in the already 
shaky grain transportation 
system and the province's 
northern lumber industry. 

To make matters worse, 
Canadian National Railways 
has announced repairs to its 
rail bridge across Burrard 
Inlet will not be repaired 
until late February, a delay 
of about a month from origi¬ 
nal estimates. 

The CNR bridge — a vital 
transportation link which 
carried some 1,000 rail cars a 
day taking coal, sulphur, 
potash, grain and forest 
products to terminals on 
Vancouver’s north shore — 
vs as knocked out Oct. 12 by a 
Japanese freighter. 

CNR said difficult tidal 


conditions, coupled with bad 
weather and wind condi¬ 
tions, made the extension 
necessary. 


Officials estimated the 
BCR strike was costing the 
province s economy more 
than jil million a day.

Callaghan died in a fire believed to have started in the living 
room of the log hbuse. Police have not yet established a cause 
for the fire, which completely destroyed the dwelling. 

The victims are the son and grandson of former 
MLA Lcn Bawtree. who once represented the riding of 
Shuswap in the B.C. legislature.

Kamloops man, who abduct¬ 
ed his estranged wife at gun¬ 
point Tuesday, later killed 
himkelf when the woman ran 
out of his car, police said 
Wednesday.

VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
Jim Pattison Group’s at¬ 
tempt to corner the West 
Coast airline industry ap¬ 
parently has encountered re¬ 
sistance from smaller air¬ 
lines that were supposed to 
be swallowed up in the Patli- 
son expansion. 

In separate developments 
this week, the small airlines 
have indicated they no 
longer want to sell out and 
are prepared to continue 
operating on their own. 

In a separate case, the 
operator of Tyee Air’s float 
plane service to the Schelt 
Peninsula is suing West 
Coast Air Services Ltd., now 
owned by the Pattison group, 
for allegedly reneging on a 
takeover deal. 

In the other development, 
a takeover agreement be¬ 
tween Pacific Coastal Air¬ 
lines and Jim Pattison In¬ 
dustries was terminated 
Tuesday by Pattison. 

In Ihe Tyee-West Coast 
battle, Al Campbell, founder 
and president of Tyee Air, 
which has a fleet of seven 
single-engined float planes, 
claims that Cromarty Hold¬ 
ings, Ltd. has failed to honor 
v an agreement of sale signed 
in June, 1979. 

Cromarty, formed by a 
group of British Columbia 
and Alberta businessmen, 
acquired West Coast last 
January and began a battle 
with Pattison for the major 
share of B.C.’s small air¬ 
lines. 

Pattison acquired Airwest 
in March and went on to 
acquire a clutch of other 
coastal operations. Mean¬ 
while, Cromarty attempted 
a similar move through West 
Coast. Pattison outmanoe- 
vered its opposition, how¬ 
ever, and Cromarty capitu¬ 
lated, selling West Coast to 
its rival. 

Campbell, who with his 
wife, owns Tyee Air, says he 
now doesn't want to sell to 
anybody, especially West 
Coast, and plans to go it 
alone. 

Pacific Coastal, which 
seized the major share of 
traffic between Nanaimo 
and Vancouver airports but 
was sold to Pattison during 
the Pattison-West Coast bat¬ 


tle, apparently has similar 
thoughts and no longer wants 
to sell to Pattison. 

In a news release issued 
Tuesday owner Don McGilli- 
vary said the airline plans to 
intervene on applications by 
Airwest (Pattison) before 
the Canadian transport com¬ 
mission for routes served by 
Pacific Coastal. 

Pacific Coastal said Wed¬ 
nesday that a purchase 
agreement reached with The 
Jim Pattison Group last 
April has been terminated 
because Pattison did not 
complete the transaction by 
Monday’s deadline. 

"Pacific Coastal Airlines 
has asked its lawyers to re¬ 
view its legal position and 
expects to have the results of 
the legal review shortly,” 
said McGillivary. 

“It’s their move next, 
whatever they do,” he said. 
“I'm taking the stand that 
(hey’rc not going to complete 
it (the deal)." 

The Nanaimo-based Pa¬ 
cific Coastal also announced 
Wednesday it will challange 
Airwest by intervening with 
Ihe Canadian transport com¬ 
mission in the airline's ap¬ 
plication to expand services 
into some of the destinations 
now served by Pacific Coast¬ 


al, including Comox, Camp¬ 
bell River, Port Hardy and 
Sandspit.

"1 drank myself out of college twice — out of basket¬ 
ball and nut of crew (rowing). As a matter of fact, back at 
Roosevelt high sctugil in the ’50s, a couple of buddies and f 
quit varsity ball because we discovered we could play ball 
and drink, too, if we joined the YMCA. So we did," 
Paynter recalls. 

For the athlete, even occasional alcohol use can cli¬ 
max in a game loss or a career-shattering injury. 

"I'm always appalled that guys with immense amounts 
of talent so often blow it away, blow big-dollar ca¬ 
reers, blow championships,, or even playoff berths, be¬ 


cause they don't understand what the problem is,” he 
says. 

A couple beers swigged after a game will pour enough 
toxins into an athlete’s system to impair future perfor¬ 
mance, Paynter says. And drinking with the tavern crowd 
over a long summer can cripple a football player's game 
when fall rolls around. 

"The sad part is so few coaches — particularly in 
professional sports but in college and high school, too 
— seem to understand why their teams have hit the 
skids or run out of gas. 

"Sure, they see their guys out there trying, but no way 
can the body do what's being asked of it. . . and I swear, I 
don't think I’ve ever met a coach who didn't drink. Oh, 
I'm sure they're out there, but I've never met one." 

Paynter says alcohol can stay with an athlete for 
seven days and it takes from 20 to 100 days to gel rid of all 
the toxins. 


"The pattern, if repeated week after week through, 
say, a football season, never gives his cells a chance to 
recover for the next weekend's game," Paynter says 
“It just doesn't work that way and the specialists will 
tell you this time after time. 


“So here you have an athlete who believes himself to 
be. and looks like he is, in top shape. But all through Ids 
body he’s got these little triglycerides, liny globs of 
fat, stuck between every cell because the oxygen iMed 
to burn them away has been off burning away the alco¬ 
hol. 

“Coaches are always telling us 'it s a game of inches'," 
he says. "So here's a case, maybe, where a basketball player 
goes up for a jump shot and lie's off just an ineh;'or some guy 
misses a tackle, by an inch; or a race car driver wonders wh; 
he can't comer like he could before that big party Ihrct 
weeks ago.”

Europeans back Killanin plea 


.LONDON (AP) — Lord 
Killanin, president of the In¬ 
ternational Olympic Com¬ 
mittee, pleaded Wednesday 
for politicians to stay out of 
Olympic matters — and his 
appeal was echoed by lead¬ 
ing European sports admin¬ 
istrators. 

Killanin's plea, in a state¬ 
ment issued from IOC head¬ 
quarters in Lausanne, Swit¬ 
zerland, came less than 24 
hours after NATO countries 
meeting in Brussels discus¬ 
sed a possible boycott of this 
summer’s Moscow Olym¬ 
pics, a suggestion reported 
to have been put forward by 
a West German representa¬ 
tive. 

The boycott proposal, dis¬ 
cussed at an emergency ses¬ 
sion Tuesday of the 15-nation 


North Atlantic Treaty Orga¬ 
nization, came in response to. 
the Soviet Union’s invasion 
of Afghanistan, which has 
angered and alarmed West¬ 
ern politicians. 

The Olympics and politics 
are no strangers. African 
athletes boycotted the 1976 
Montreal Games after a New 
Zealand rugby team toured 
South Africa, and threatened 
a further boycott of this 
year’s Games if the British 
Lions’ rugby tour to South 
Africa went ahead as sche¬ 
duled. 

But Killanin said Wednes¬ 
day: “I have always felt that 
at times administrators, and 
even the IOC, forget that 
athletes come first, and in no 
way should be prevented 
from competing in interna- 


t> 

tional competition by politi¬ 
cal, racial or religious dis¬ 
crimination.” 

A number of leading sports 
administrators backed Kil- 
lanin’s stand, but British 
politicians were prominent 
in the growing clamor to 
boycott the Games. 

Killanin was supported by 
Sir Denis Follows, chairman 
of the British Olympic Asso¬ 
ciation, who said: “We would 
resist as strongly as we 
could, any attempt by the 
(British) government to in¬ 
terfere with us participating 
in the Olympics. It is not for 
governments to meddle in 
matters of this kind. 

"Sport should be above 
politics, otherwise the whole 
concept of sport just goes out 
the window.” 


Maurice Herzog, one of 
two French members of the 
IOC, said: “In spite of the 
reactions of some, the busi¬ 
ness at Kabul has nothing ta 
do with the Olympic Games. 
The IOC is absolutely inde¬ 
pendent, which is what per¬ 
mits sports to transcend in¬ 
ternational problems.” 

A Belgian Olympic Com- 
mitee member underlined 
the position of most Western 
European countries, saying: 
“We (the BOC) are a sover¬ 
eign organization. We can 
participate in the Olympics 
outside of the govern¬ 
ment." 

A highly-placed West Ger¬ 
man sports official, who did 
not wish to be named, said: 
“The whole thing has been 


blown up out of all propor¬ 
tion ’ 

A number of British politi¬ 
cians are openly campaign¬ 
ing for a boycott, but in most 
European countries the gov¬ 
ernment has no say over 
sporting matters. 

The IOC Is to send entry 
forms to National Olympic 
Committee members later 
this month. It is the preroga¬ 
tive of these bodies only to 
accept or refuse invitations 
and then nominate competi- 
tors in conjunction with indi¬ 
vidual sports federations. 

It is not compulsory for 
IOC member nations to ac¬ 
cept the invitation to enter 
the Games, but it is against 
Olympic rules to withdraw 
once a final entry has been 
made.

Crimson Tide on top 
in U.S. college poll 


The University of Alabama has won 
U.S. college football's national champion¬ 
ship for (he^second year in a row, The 
Associated Press announced Wednesday. 

Coach Bear Bryant’s Crimson Tide, an 
impressive 24-9 winner over Arkansas In 
(he Sugar Bowl after slipping from first 
place to second — a mere 1)4 points 
behind Ohio State — in the final regular- 
season poll, recorded its second consecu¬ 
tive national crown, beating out Southern 
California, Oklahoma, Ohio State and 
Houston. 

Alabama received 45 outright first- 
place votes to 20 for Southern Cal from a 
nationwide panel of 67 sports writers and 
broadcasters. Two voters split their ballot 
between Albama and Southern Cal, giving 
the Crimson Tide 46 first-place votes to 21 
for the Trojans, who began New Year’s 
Day in third place and nipped Ohio State 
17-16 in the Rose Bowl. 

In total points, Albama received 1,317 
of a possible 1,340 while Southern Cal had 
1,269. In contrast to the final regular sea¬ 
son poll, when eight writers left Albama 
out of the top three, only two board mem¬ 
bers had the Tide as low as third this 
time. 

Ironically, Alabama also received 1,- 
31^ points in winning last year’s national 
championship while Southern Cal, which 
also finished second a year agp, had 1,- 

385. 

Oklahoma finished third for the second 
straight season. The Sooners, who 
trounced previously unbeaten Florida 


States 24-7 in the Orange Bowl, had 1,163 
points in moving up from fifth place. They 
barely nosed out Ohio State, which finished 
fourth with 1,160. 

Houston, a 17-14 Cotton Bowl victor 
over Nebraska, jumped from eighth to 
fifth with 1,084 points. Florida State was 
sixth with 893 points, followed by Pitts¬ 
burgh. The Panthers, who were 10th In the 
final regular-season poll, received 872 
points after downing Arizona 16-10 in the 
Fiesta Bowl. 

Arkansas dropped from sixth to eighth 
with 857 points. Close on the Razorbacks’ 
heels was Nebraska, which fell from sev¬ 
enth to ninth. Purdue went from 12th to 
10th with 739 points following a 27-22 tri¬ 
umph over Tennessee in the Bluebonnet 
Bowl. * 

It was Alabama’s fifth national cham¬ 
pionship — all under Bryant — since The 
AP poll began in 1936. 

The 66-year-old Bryant, college foot¬ 
ball’s winningest active coach with 296 vic¬ 
tories, said he was “highly pleased, but not 
surprised” at the final rankings “be¬ 
cause I thought all along we had a good 
chance of finishing first.” 

"This is certainly one of our greatest 
teams. It is the first team in Alabama his¬ 
tory to win 12 games and only the third in 
ray 22 years as head coach to go through 
the season with a perfect record,” Bryant 
said in a prepared statement. 

“This team overcame a lot of key In¬ 
juries and always will be very special to 
me personally."

HELSINKI (CP) — Can¬ 
ada placed fifth at the world 
junior hockey champion¬ 
ships after smothering West 
Germany 6-1 in its final 
match of consolation play 
Wednesday. 

U took a rare offensive 
effort by West German Juer- 
g e n Adams in the 
last-minute to deprive Cana¬ 
dian goaltender Kick Lafer- 
riere of recording the first 
shutout of the tournament.

Jim Wiemer, Andre 
Midi, Mark Reed and Cic¬ 
carelli added the others. 

The Petes lost a heart- 
breaker, 2-1, to the host Fin¬ 
nish club to open the eight- 
team tournament and were 
relegated to the consolation 
round after losing their sec¬ 
ond outing to the Soviet 
Union. 


They were unbeaten in 
consolation play, beating 
Switzerland 9-5 and the Unit¬ 
ed States 4-2 before Wednes¬ 
day's game.

Ex-model, 35, takes over Fox films

Garden Notes 


Today, our subject Is the poin- 
settia, which has become as much 
a symbol of Christmas as the holly 
and the fir tree. It was found 
originally growing wild in that 
section of Central America where 
the southern tip of Mexico touches 
the borders of Guatemala and 
British Honduras, now known as 
Belize. 

In nature, it is a rather weedy 
roadside shrub some 10 feet tall, 
and in those tropical latitudes 
where day and night are of almost 
equal duration, it is not a Christ¬ 
mas bloomer but comes into color 
in February or early March. 

The plant is named in honor of 
Dr. Joel Poinsett, a physician of 
Charleston, South Carolina, who 
dabbled in politics, got himself 
elected to Congress, and around 
1832 was appointed Secretary for 
War in the U.S. cabinet. His career 
in this post was notable chiefly for 
the barbaric treatment he meted 
out to the Indians of the Florida 
Everglqdes during the seven-year 
Seminole war. 

Later, as U.S. ambassador to 
Mexico, Poinsett brought home a 
number of these plants, eventually 
selling them to Robert Buist, a 
Scottish nurseryman in Philadel¬ 
phia. 

Buist grew these new tropical 
plants in his greenhouses as an 
interesting novelty, never dream¬ 
ing they would make him a very 
wealthy man. 

In the growing, he made an 
amazing discovery: the farther 
north they were grown, the earlier 
they would come into bloom, and in 
latitudes north of Boston, where 


winter days are short and nights 
arc long, the blooms reach their 
peak during the Christmas sea¬ 
son. 

This was a most fortunate com¬ 
bination! A potted plant which 
would bloom naturally in time for 
the Christmas trade, and more¬ 
over, would bloom in the Christ¬ 
mas colors of scarlet and green. 

Robert Buist made a sizeable 
fortune supplying cuttings to flo¬ 
rists all over Europe and America, 
and since that time a number of 
new dwarf varieties have been 
bred, particularly the Mikkelso'n 
and the Mikkleson-Rochford hy¬ 
brids, and they come nowadays in 
pink, orange, cream and ivory as 
well as scarlet. 

Your gift poinsettia prefers a 
sunny window and a temperature 
range not lower than 16 degrees by 
night and not much higher than 22 
by day. A common cause of leaf¬ 
dropping is too great a drop in 
temperature at night, so it is wise 
to move your plant back into the 
room and away from the window 
overnight to avoid chilling. 

This sensitivity to chilling 
shows up in the watering, too, and 
very cold water will sometimes 
cause the leaves and colored 
bracts to fall. Wait until the soil 
feels dry to the touch, then give 
enough lukewarm water to moist¬ 
en the soil throughout. Any water 
draining into the saucer should be 
emptied promptly. 

The colored bracts — which 
look like flower petals — will prob- 
ably start falling in any case 
around the end of February. This 
is the plant's resting period, and 
when it happens, move it to a cool, 


light basement and reduce water¬ 
ing until it is almost bone dry. 

Since the poinsettia. growing 
unchecked, is capable of reaching 
10 feet in height, it must be pruned 
drastically to reduce it to house- 
plant size. Prune in April, cutting 
all stems back to three-inch stubs 
The prunings may be cut up into 
six-inch lengths and used as slips 
to start more plants. 

Rub a little powdered charcoal 
into the cut surfaces to control 
bleeding, and treat the milky sap 
with some respect, for it is acrid 
and irritating and causes intense 
pain if it gets into the eyes or 
mouth or open wound. 

After pruning, repot your plant 
into fresh soil, water sparingly, 
and bring to a sunny but cool 
window. When new shoots sprout 
from the stubs, thin these down to 
a total of three or four, other¬ 
wise your plant will become too 
bushy and congested. 

The most critical part of the 
culture — and where most folks go 
wrong — is in the fall. Remember 
Robert Buist’s discovery that the 
poinsettia will bloom in time for 
Christmas only when the days are 
s(iort and the nights are long. Dur¬ 
ing late autumn it is most impor¬ 
tant to give your plant 12 to 14 
hours of total, unbroken darkness 
every night, starting around Oct. 
10 . 

Your plant plant will need 
plenty of sunshine by day, but keep 
it in a room where the lights are 
never turned on after the sun sets, 
for this could create an artificially 
long day, which in turn would 
delay blooming.

In my little Quiz last week, 1 dealt 
with a number of well-worn phrases 
and parables that are commonly mis¬ 
understood — which reminded me of 
that most popular creature in fiction, 
Frankenstein's monster. 

Since Mary Shelley wrote the story 
in 1817, it has been reprinted, drama¬ 
tized, filmed, televised and recounted 
so many times that most people by 
now suppose that Frankenstein is the 
name of the monster (who was given 
no name) instead of its creator, a 
young medical student. 

But the whole point of her story is 
generally missed in most of the adap¬ 
tations. It was conceived as a horror 
story — but in the moral, not in the 
supernatural sense. 

In the first place, it was not a 
“monster” that the student created. A 
dedicated young scientist seeking 
knowledge to help mankind, Franken- 
stein did not make the creature for evil 
or malicious purposes. Nor was the 


your head, took off your 
bearskin and danced all 
night with Ladle.” 

“I don’t remember a 
thing. It must have been 
something I drank. What did 
they put in the boar soup?” 

“Don't give me that. I saw 
you drinking from the clay 
bowl of rotten grapes that 
was standing outside for the 
last six months .'!

Why- 
should we spend all our lives 
with just one year? If we had 
a new year every 365 days we 
could all drink rotten grape 
juice the night before and 
put on silly hats made of 
leaves, and say next year 
will be better and feel terri¬ 
ble the next day." 


‘‘But why every J65 
days?" 

"It’s just a figure I came 
up with. It could be 220 days 
if you want." 

“And I’m supposed to tell 
everyone in the cave that 
that is what you were 
doing?” 

“I don’t care what you tell 
them. I don’t want to talk to 
any of them today — not with 
this headache. By the way, if 
you’re going outside bring 
me a piece of ice." 

In order to save face Stick 
told everyone in the cave 
that Stone had been celebrat¬ 
ing the New Year, except for 
Ladle to whom she wasn’t 
speaking. The men who had 
nothing to do that day except 
make paintings on the walls 
and drag wood in for the 
fires thought it was a great 
idea to have a holiday and 
congratulated Stone for 
thinking of it. Now they 
didn't have to die to decide 
whether it was a good yearor 
not. 

.Other caves heard about it 
and the next year on the 


night before New Year, they 
decorated their walls with 
goats' udders, and each cave 
vied to see who could make 
the rottenest grape juice. 
One enterprising caveman 
made everyone pay a piece 
of copl to get into his cave,, 
and this became the first 
cover charge in the history 
of mankind 

One small footnote: About 
two years after the Cro- 
Magnon people began to cel¬ 
ebrate New Year, a group of 
men started throwing dried 
belly of pig around on the 
afternoon of New Year’s 
Day. 

The women became very 
angry and said, "What are 
you men doing?" 

They didn’t have an an¬ 
swer until one of them saw 
Ladle walking by with a bowl 
of roses. 

“We’re playing for Ladle's 
Rose Bowl." one of them 
jokingly said. 

And that joke was the thing 
that finally made New 
Year's Day official. 


creature evil when it first took on life: 
it yearned for human sympathy, affec¬ 
tion, and understanding. 

As it said, when turning on its mas¬ 
ter: “once my fancy was soothed with 
dreams of virtue, of fame and of en¬ 
joyment. Once I falsely hoped to meet 
with beings who. pardoning my out¬ 
ward form, would love me for the 
excellent qualities I was capable of 
unfolding...” 

But the creature was shunned by 
all who came into contact with it, 
because of its “inhuman” appearance, 
it was “different”; it was “alien”; and 
so it was scorned and feared as a 
revolting sight. 

Faced with this treatment, the 
creature truly becomes a monster, 
with these words: “I cannot believe 
that I am the same creature whose 
thoughts were once filled with sublime 
and transcendent visions of the beauty 
and majesty of goodness. But it is even 
so; the fallen angel becomes a malig¬ 
nant devil.” 


He then proceeds to kill Franken¬ 
stein's brother, the brother's wife, and 
eventually the creator himself, who 
had refused to regard him as an equal. 
A close reading of the original story 
makes it impossible not to sympathize 
more with the "monster’’.than w ith his 
maker. 

What docs this tale tell us about the 
way we commonly regard people who 
are alien, whose "outward form" wo 
will not pardon for being different 
from ours? Whatever their inner 
yearnings or aspirations, however 
they respect “the majesty of good¬ 
ness,” our revulsion drives them to the 
bitter edge of the demonic. 

Who is the "monster" in the Fran¬ 
kenstein story — the man who con¬ 
trives a servant and a slave, or the 
creature who hoped to be treated like 
another human? Perhaps it is no acci¬ 
dent of illiteracy, but a deep Freudian 
slip, that the monster has become 
known by the name of its maker.

Cordova Bay residents 
Wednesday voiced objec¬ 
tions to the possibility of a 
marine park being created 
somewhere along the Cordo¬ 
va Bay shoreline. 

They vented their anger 
after receiving a question¬ 
naire seeking their opinions 
on a fill-made sea park. 

The municipality would 
create the park by dumping 
fill in the sea to form a 
miniature peninsula. 

THE PROJECT would be 
undertaken over a period of 
several years and the fill 
area steadily enlarged to 
create a park of five to 15 
acres which would be suit¬ 
able for a variety of recrea¬ 
tional and marine uses. 

Veteran Cordova Bay resi- 
dent Bruce McMorran 
summed up the feeling of 
several neighbors with a 
caustic: ‘i’ve never heard of 
anything so utterly ridicu¬ 
lous.” 

He said he couldn't believe 
anyone would have the men¬ 
tality to propose such a 
scheme. 

“ITS SO far-fetched. It 
just couldn't happen in these 
open waters.” 

There were many other 
places in Saanich where a 
park and marina could be 
developed “other than in 
these open waters here.” 

IN A LETTER accompan¬ 
ying the questionnaire, 
municipal engineer Clifford 
Warren says the exact loca¬ 
tion of the fill site has not 
been determined but the gen¬ 
eral location under study is 
between Cowichan Head and 
Cormorant Point. 

The preliminary study, 
being done by Thurber Con¬ 
sultants Ltd., in conjunction 
with consultanLs for fisher¬ 
ies, recreation and social as¬ 
pects, will identify: 

• Any biological impact 
on the fishery resource of 
Cordova Bay. 

• The impact of trucks, 
traffic, noise and dust. 

• Social impact as it re¬ 
lates to existing beach acti¬ 
vities, shoreline and real es¬ 
tate values. 

• The economic viability 
and engineering feasibility. 

Cordova Bay Community 
Association president Eric 
Robinson described the idea 
as a “slippery operation.” 

The questionnaire, he said, 
gives people the idea a re¬ 
creational asset would be de¬ 
veloped, “but really it’s 
nothing more than a gran¬ 
diose scheme for contrac¬ 
tors to dump their junk.” 

THE FILL SITE would 
create additional problems 
due to increased truck traf¬ 
fic on Cordova Bay Road— 
already a source of con¬ 
cern—and serious environ¬ 
mental problems, he said. 

“The engineer is just look¬ 
ing for a case to widen Cor¬ 
dova Bay Road. The village 
will be ruined if this is al¬ 
lowed to happen.” 

Robinson said he had re¬ 
ceived numerous calls from 
residents and “I haven’t 
found anyone on the fore¬ 
shore who is charitable to¬ 
ward the scheme.” 

William Hartley, 5005 Cor¬ 
dova Bay, said the proposal 
“seems a pretty slick sell 
job.” 

TAMPERING W ITH tidal 
currents could pose prob¬ 
lems elsewhere along the 
waterfront, he said.

Police probing 
mystery death 

Victoria police will comb the Banfield Park area today 
for clues concerning the death of an unidentified man 
whose body was found sprawled on rocks near the shoreline 
Wednesday afternoon. 

Inspector Angus Stewart, who heads the detective di¬ 
vision, said a preliminary examination by a patholo¬ 
gist Wednesday night failed to determine the cause of 
death. That task is likely to be left now to an autopsy. 

Stewart said he wasn’t ruling out the possibility of foul 
play although the external examination showed no obvi¬ 
ous signs of injury. What had appeared to be a cut on the 
nose turned out on examination “not to be,” Stewart 
said.

The "floater” possibility wasn’t rejected, however, 
because of high tides.

Victoria General Hospital will get 
its new labor-delivery room after all, 
thanks to the generosity of a commu¬ 
nity club. 

The International Year of the Child 
project looked destined for failure al¬ 
most until the last few hours of 1979 as 
no one responded to an appeal for 
$4,000 to complete the labor-delivery 
room renovations. 

BUT ON MONDAY, Victoria Gen¬ 
eral’s medical director, Dr. Don Car- 
low, received a call from the Straw¬ 
berry Vale and District Community 


Club offering him the desperately 
needed cash. 

Carlow was elated as the hospital 
had no spare money for capital 
works. 

He said Wednesday the provincial 
government had offered $6,000 for the 
project and with the $4,000 from 
Strawberry Vale it could now be com¬ 
pleted. 

THE LABOR-DELIVERY room 
concept originated in the United States 
and provides a low-key atmosphere for 
maternity care that is family centred 


and homelike and which enables 
greater family involvement in the 
birth experience, Carlow explained.

The concept would be a major fea¬ 
ture of the new Victoria General Hos¬ 
pital on Helmcken Road, which is 
expected to open in mid-1982. 

For the next two years, staff at 
Victoria General would have a chance 
to work with the labor-delivery, room 
concept at the old hospital. 

"Those two years until our new 
hospital opens will give us a chance to 
work with the idea on an experimental 
basis and to refine it," Carlow said. 


WHEN IT OPENS, the new Vic¬ 
toria General will have about seven 
labor-delivery rooms and will provide 
obstetric care for the region. 

The president of the Strawberry 
Vale community club, Jack Holdridgc, 
of 103 Quincy, said Wednesday the 
club was glad to help, particularly as it 
was an appropriate year of the thild 
project. 

THE CLUB’S SOCIAL director had 
seen a story In the Colonist early in 
December and the $4,000 had been 
approved at a regular monthly meet¬ 


ing just in time to tell the hospital 
before the year ended. 

lloldridge said the club, set up in 
1948 to help or assist the needy through 
the enjoyment of the people of the 
Strawberry Vale area and their 
friends, raised the money through ac¬ 
tivities such as dances and bingo.’

“What we really should do 
is shift back to increasing 
part of our total food intake 
at breakfast.” 

He agrees that not ail peo¬ 
ple have the time or inclina- 
tiop for bacon and eggs, 
juice and skim milk. 

“The point is, it isn’t 
necessary. You can easily 
achieve a balance of protein 
at the start of the day by 
pouring two-per-cent milk on 
cereal.” 

Doing this, nutrition field 


studies indicate, improves 
motor and mental perfor¬ 
mances, as well as curbing 
food cravings taler in the 
day. 

Tests on athletes and chil¬ 
dren have established that 
performance and concentra¬ 
tion improve with balanced 
nutritional intake. 

What iifierfests Dr. Ander¬ 
son and his colleagues 
throughout North America is 
the link between breakfast 
and what and how much we 
eat the rest of the day. 

He referred to a Univer¬ 
sity of Iowa study in which 
teenage girls each day con¬ 
sumed the same amount of 
calories at breakfast, but al¬ 
ternated between servings of 
high and low protein — ce¬ 


real and juice, for instance, 
against toast and Jam with 
coffee. 

“When the breakfast was 
high in protein, the caloric 
intake the rest of the day was 
10 per cent less.” 

His studies at University 
of Toronto, involving labors 
tory rats, supported these 
findings. 

Upon awaking, the rats 
were presented two food 
cups, low and high protein. 

As the day wore on, they 
graduated from feedings low 
to high in carbohydrates. 

“To me,” says Dr. Ander¬ 
son, “it has suggested that if 
this is the way an animal's 
natural system has evolved, 
then maybe there is some¬ 
thing in it for humans.”

Herpes 
is not a new disease. For all 
we know, Cleopatra may

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have had it. Mark Antony, 
too. It’s new only because it’s 
been recently recognized for 
what it is. If that makes it 
new, then it’s new. The hys¬ 
teria generated from iLs re¬ 
cent “press" is not helping 
matters. 

Herpes virus comes in two 
varieties. One causes cold 
sores (Type I). The other 
causes genital infections 
(Type II). It is made of the 
same material as are our 
genes (DNA). It can live in 
our cells just like genes do. 

Unfortunately, it is a per¬ 
sistent “free-loader” and re¬ 
mains “til death do us part." 
It pops up from time to time 
in the form of painful blis¬ 
ters. In this stage, a Pap 
smear will show it. The 
virus-affected cells can be 
seen on a slide. 

If a mother has it and is 
about to deliver, the baby is 
taken by caesarean so that It 
will not contact the virus in 
the blisters in the birth 
canal. 

You don’t need a Pap 
smear twice a year to diag¬ 
nose herpes. 

The virus is like all other 
viruses. None can be treated 
with- antibiotics. 


There are drugs for ex¬ 
tremely rare forms of her¬ 
pes infection that attack the 
brain. Believe me, this is 
really rare. Many drugs arc 
being evaluated for applica¬ 
tion on the genital blisters. 
Zinc is being tried and a drug 
called 2 deoxy-D-glucose 
shows promise. 

After the first infections 
with herpes, the.swollen 
lymph nodes, fever, muscle 
ache almost never occur — 
only the painful blisters. 
They disappear in time. 

Herpes virus has not been 
Implicated in producing 
malformation by infecting 
the male sperm. As noted 
above, the most serious as¬ 
pect of genital herpes is in 
the woman about to deliver. 

I justify the inordinate 
length of this reply from the 
inordinate number of letters 
I get asking the questions 
you ask. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: I have 
a bowel problem, especially 
constipation. I have been 
told by friends to take a 
teaspoonful of plain vaseline 
each morning and I’d like to 
try it, but I don't want to 
unless it is safe. Your opin¬ 
ion will be appreciated. I 
follow your very sensible ad¬ 
vice daily. — B.J. 

I don’t think it would hurt 
to take a teaspoon of vase¬ 
line by mouth. I don’t think it 
will help, either. It is not 
standard treatment and I 
certainly cannot recom¬ 
mend it.

Adults raise flag 


for children

Standing on a busy corner, often in the rain, for 
three scattered shifts a day may not be everyone's

'“T The children who cross arc generally respect¬ 
ful, and after some coaching, have been trained to 
wail to cross until motioned to do so, to get

off their bicycles to walk across, and to remain on 
the curb until they are ready to cross. 

"If you get them alone, they're generally okay. 
With their friends they can get smart alecky. 

"Authority doesn't always get you places. If you 
try to act big they will defy you. If you act like a 
friend, they’re okay.” 

One problem, she says, is adults: some get 
angry because she uyes her flag to help them across, 
while others get angry when she doesn't. 

Walter Garner has become something of a 
fixture in the two years he has been the crossing 
guard on Cadboro Bay Road near Willows school 

“It gets me out of bed in the morning and keeps 
me in the fresh air." 

His ready laugh and jovial manner have earned 
him the affection of the school, and of the many 
drivers who get a friendly wave as they pass 
through. 

One couple knew Garner only by sight, but 
appreciated manner enough to drop off a box of 
cigars. He has also been honored at school ceremon¬ 
ies. 

Garner's affinity to tobacco netted him a few 
other cigars at Christmas, including a pair from one 
youngster who risked some questioning from her 
principal by carrying them around school all day 
before handing them to Garner on the way home. 

The hours for crossing guards are unusual, but 
for those in the right circumstances they can work 
out well. 

Gordon McIntyre is a crossing guard at the 
“barriers" on McKenzie Avenue between Cedar Hill 
Road and Blenkinsop Road. His hours at the Brae- 
foot school crossing, like those of other cross¬ 
ing guards in the Greater Victoria school district, 
are H to 9 a m., 11:30 a.m. to 1 p.m., and 3 to 4 p.m. 
The rest of his working hours are spent as caretaker 
of an apartment block. 

Victoria's adult crossing guards are contrac¬ 
tors, who get a flat $310 a month for their duties. The 
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Bonnie Heard helps kindergarten pupils across Tillicum Road 


school board agrees to supply them with the equip¬ 
ment they need, but they are responsible for finding 
their own substitutes when they want a day off. 

"You make a lot of friends, even though you’re 
out here alone,” MacIntyre says. 

"Sometimes you’re an information bureau.

“I guess you get to be a familiar spot on the 
road." 

He stops to help two young boys across McKen¬ 


zie. One fumbles in his bag in the middle of the 
intersection as MacIntyre gently urges him across 
and drivers wait. 

"Take care of that on the other side of the road," 
an onlooker urges. 

But at last the youngster finds what he is after. 
A small box decked in Christmas wrapping comes 
out and into MacIntyre's hand. 

He smiles a thank you. and waves the cars 
past. 

"They’re pretty good kids,” he muses.

fish game. It calls for construction 
paper, glue, a piece of string and a 
pull-lop from a beverage can. 

Fish are cut from the paper, 
and a paper loop is glued to the top 
of each.

The child uses the string and 
pull-top to "hook” the paper fish, 
which have been scattered on the 
floor. 

AGAIN, THE fish game does 
more than improve co-ordination. 
It can be adapted for numbers and 
colors ("Catch two red fish and 
three green fish”), for mathe¬ 
matics or science or any other 
subject when words or numbers 
are written on the fish. 

And it can be varied in diffi¬ 
culty to accommodate the players. 
A younger child can effectively 
compete with an older child if the 
older child is “handicapped." For 
instance, a right-handed 10-year- 
old might have to use his left hand 
when competing with a four-year- 
old. 

Drew stresses that the handi¬ 
cap rule always be applied to play¬ 
ers of different ages. " 

“THE YOUNGER child has to 
know he has a chance of winning, 
or he’ll be discouraged and won't 
play at all," she says. 

"A child can even beat his 
father at a game of marbles if Dad 
is handicapped. Just have him use 
little marbles while the child uses 
big ones.”' 

A proponent of the multisen- 
sory approach to education, Drew 
urges parents to teach their chil¬ 
dren the same thing in more than 
one way. 

A child learning his letters 
should not only see them, she 
feels, but also should hear them 
and touch them. “When teaching 
the letter A you can show the 
child a big wooden A, one made of 
raised dots on paper and one made 
of yarn," she suggests. “He can 
feel all these for himself. 

“THEN YOU can show him 
A’s written several different type 
styles and colors. You can even 
record the different sounds of A so 
he can listen to them. 

“You need to show kids lots of 
different approaches," she says, 
"because they learn skills in dif¬ 
ferent ways.” 

She also believes parents who 
want smart children need to show 
special interest in the special in¬ 
terests of their kids. 

"If your child is interested 
in something, go to the children’s 
part of the library and read about 
that subject," she says. "That way 
you can discuss it with him on his 
own level." 

AND THAT way, she adds, you 
can help assure that a child will be 
“tumed-on and excited about his 
world. 

"I don't believe in pushing 
a child,” she says, “but I do 
believe in making his world so 
exciting that he’s interested in 
everything. 

“That makes for an intelli¬ 
gent child.”

Future shaky 

for family

OTTAWA — Canada’s 9 million children 
emerged from their year — International Year of 
the Child — casting their fate to the tw in perils of a 
weakening economy and a disintegrating family 
unit. 

For growing numbers, says a Statistics Canada 
study rushed out this week to mark the end of 
children's year, the future brings more uncertainly 
than any previous generation has faced. 

The most disturbing aspect of all. says Sylvia 
Wargon, author of a 100-page study entitled Children 
in Canadian Families, is that no one seems to have 
looked deeply or carefully into the problems that 
will grow out of the breakdown of the traditional 
family in the last decade. 

For all its rhetoric, the year ended without any 
concerted effort to explore such problems as the 
proliferation of lone-parent families. 

Everyone knows they are mushrooming, but no 
one has really delved into the implications, says 
Wargon — the added burden on community ser¬ 
vices, the impact on the child’s career and develop¬ 
ment prospects and the new social and psycho¬ 
logical strains that have come into play. 

This lack of research leaves policymakers with¬ 
out clear facts on which to base social service 
decisions for the years ahead. 

“The official demographic statistics do not 
permit the examination of the characteristics, via¬ 
bility and duration of newly-emerging lifestyles." 
Wargon says. "Such information is very much 
needed." 

What facts and figures there are — and the 
latest available end in 1976 — show a troubling 
trend. 

Single mothers — who are at the bottom end of 
the country’s income scale — are raising an ever¬ 
growing proportion of Canada’s young. 

Between 1966 and 1976, the percentage jumped 
to more than eight per cent from 6.6 per cent. All 
indications are that it has continued to climb 
in the last three years. 

Single mothers, those without partners through 
separation, divorce or their own choice not to 
marry, have an average income which amounted in 
1976 to 52 per cent of that of the average Canadian 
family income. 

Furthermore, says Wargon, things seem to be 
getting worse, not better, for these women. In 1967, 
for example, single mothers had 62 per cent as much 
income coming in as the average family. By 1973, 
this had fallen to 54 per cent and by 1976, it had 
dropped again to 52 per cent. 

"We must recognize that family economic 
means is still the overwhelming force in forming 
and determining the child's future opportunities and 
abilities." 

“Although we continue to think in terms of 
individuals getting ahead despite their background, 
the evidence is continually being reinforced that it is 
the family that remains as primary determinant of 
an individual’s development ar. J life chances." 

Ms. Wargon also begs social scientists and 
psychologists to look more seriously at what hap¬ 
pens to the child who comes from a broken 
home. 

Conventional wisdom, she says, holds that these 
youngsters are better off than if they had been 
subjected to an unsatisfactory home life resulting 
from an unhappy marriage. 

“But there (s obviously a need for a more 
systematic assessment of the .social, psychological 
and economic effects upon children." 

Although 90 per cent of Canadian families are 
still headed by two married parents, there has been 
a marked change of attitudes toward the traditional 
nuclear fami|y which has not yet shown up In full 
bloom in federal statistics, she says. 

"Canadians no longer consider the family unit 
created by a first marriage as necessarily sacred 
eternal and oriented toward child rearing."

TORONTO (CP) — Most of 
Bell Canada's 6,900 opera¬ 
tors in Ontario and Quebec 
returned to work Wednes¬ 
day, ending a union protest 
of a company contract 
offer. 

But the operators are 
working to rule, with a 
twist—they’re offering what 
the union calls super service. 
The operators arc taking 
their time, talking to callers, 
double-cheeking numbers 
and making sure they arc 
understood. 

Bill Howes, national repre¬ 
sentative for the Communi¬ 
cations Workers of Canada, 
said the work-to-rule was 
being enjoyed by both opera¬ 
tors and customers. 

“A lot of little old ladies 
have said that’s the way it 
used to be.” 

Howes said that Bell 
usually expected operators 
to take 36 seconds a call, but 
the work-to-rule had 
stretched that to minutes. 


A company spokesman 
said about 300 operators in 
Sherbrooke. Que., and the 
Ontario centres of Sudbury, 
Oshawa, Pbrt Hope and 
Cornwall remained off the 
job. 

In those centres manage¬ 
ment staff is filling in, as 
during earlier walkouts. 

The union had planned a 
two-day strike for Monday 
and Tuesday but following 
Bell's last contract offer Fri¬ 
day, most operators jumped 
the gun and walked out dur¬ 
ing the weekend. 

The union, which also rep¬ 
resents 500 cafeteria staff, 
has recommended that its 
members return to work 
until a strike vote is held. It 
has suggested the contract 
not be accepted. 

Conciliator Roland 
Tremblay recommended a 
three-year agreement, ret¬ 
roactive to November, 1978, 
with annual increases of 15.9 


per cent, 12.2 per cent and 
nine per cent in each year, 
respectively. 

Bell’s latest offer is 11 per 


cent, 10 per cent and nine per 
cent over the three years. 

The company said opera¬ 
tors now earning the maxi¬ 


mum $196 a week would 
make $278 by the end of the 
contract, the level recom¬ 
mended by Tremblay.

ANGRA DO HEROISMO, 
Azores (UPI) — Fearful sur¬ 
vivors wandered through the 
ruins of their villages Wed¬ 
nesday or huddled in the few 
remaining buildings in ter¬ 
ror of another major earth¬ 
quake like the one that left 
15.000 homeless. 

The regional government 
of the Portuguese Azores re¬ 
ported 16 bodies recovered 
by Wednesday night and ex¬ 
pected the toll to climb. It 
said hundreds were injured. 

"The people are in panic," 
a police spokesman said. 
"The city is practically des¬ 
troyed and the suburbs as 
well. There is a lot of fear of 
new quakes." 

The quake, which hit the 
islands 1.600 kilometres west 
of Portugal, measured a 7 on 
the open-ended Richter 
scale—a major earthquake, 
capable of widespread and 
heavy damage.

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Pain-stress centre provides new answers 

Island patient 
given relief 


By JOHN LANGTON

QUALICUM BEACH — Bill Lyster has had pain 
since April of 1945, when part of his shoulder was shot 
off by a sniper during combat in Germany. Drugs gave 
some relief but were not the answer. 

He has just returned from a six-week course of 
treatment at the new Columbia Centre for pain and 
stress management in Vancouver, and at last he is no 
longer troubled by the pain. 

There are several pain clinics in North America. 
The Columbia Centre has a routine that includes medi¬ 
cation withdrawal, physiotherapy, biofeedback, relax¬ 
ation training, counselling and education. 

Patients are taught relaxation techniques to relieve 
tension and pain, but according to Lyster, a six-week 
course of treatment is no rest cure. 

The program starts at 7 a.m. and continues to 5:30 
p.m. five days a week. All patients live in and there is 
total immersion in the efforts to deal with pain. 

Lyster said he got up daily at 6 a.m. and went for a 
walk followed by a swim. By then everyone was ready 
for breakfast. 

The program resumed at 9 a.m. with a session of 
biofeedback and relaxation. 

Biofeedback techniques are used to teach patients

to get fuller control of their body’s functions. A small 
eleetronic,devicc monitors muscle tension and surface 
temperatures of the fingers. 


By concentrating, patients learn how to reduce 
tension and change the temperatures of the tips of their 
fingers. 

Later they are able to do this without the electronic 
gadgetry. 

Researchers have discovered patients who can 
alter the skin temperature of their fingers can relieve 
headaches. Prolonged muscle tension leads to pain. 

Relaxation is important to relieve tension and 
anxiety. Various techniques arc taught and the patients 
on discharge have a variety of cassette tapes they can 
use to continue practising and perfecting their relaxa¬ 
tion. 

Physical activity is important and the relaxation 
sessions are followed by three-quarters of an hour of 
exercise under the direction of physiotherapists. 

Patients attend lectures on anatomy, physiology, 
and they learn about the vicious circle of pain, tension 
and anxiety. R is imperative they learn how to break the 
circle. 

Lyster said steps are taken to improve patients’ 
general health. A nutritionist gives information on 
correct eating habits and weight regulation. 

The exercises, activities and recreation programs 
are also aimed at improving general health. 

Group therapy sessions are held regularly when pa¬ 
tients get together in groups under the leadership of 
psychologists to discuss their problems and work out Jr 
solutions. 

Lyster said patients often have some underlying 
problem that could be related to family, finances, or 
some emotional experience that is a major factor in 
their painful condition. These factors have to be brought 
out and resolved. 


As there is total immersion, the program continues 
into the evening with another walk, a swim and social 
activities. 

Lyster said the patients were pleased when 10 
o’clock came because they were so tired and wanted to 
go to bed. 

When he left the centre, Lyster had a home routine 
to continue. His wife is involved in the program. 

Lyster said it is a prerequisite that patients have a 
spouse or some other close relative to assist them after 
discharge. Patients are periodically reviewed at .the 
centre for 18 months following discharge. 

Lyster said that “I still have pain, but can handle 
anything and I am not distressed. I can easily control 
the pain.” He talked about the relaxation techniques 
that he can do any place, anytime. 

Patients are only treated at the Columbia Centre if 
they have been referred by a physician or an agency 
such as Workmen's Compensation Board or ICBC. 

Lyster said he was one of the first two patients at 
the centre who had been sponsored by the department of 
veteran affairs. 

He was so impressed by the results he has written to 
DVA recommending more veterans with chronic pain 
be referred. 

Patients undergo an intensive two-day assessment 
and if they are considered suitable, art' put on the 
waiting list for admission to the Columbia Centre. 

Patients must make a commitment to the goals of 
the program and they must not be involved in any litiga 
tion connected with an injury leading to the pam from 
which they want relief.

Shopping centre in doubt

PORT HARDY — Approv¬ 
al by council to sell a parcel 
of land on part of which Hud¬ 
son Bay and Pacific Coast 
Industries planned to con¬ 
struct a regional shopping 
centre, has placed the project 
in doubt. 

Council examined the re¬ 
sults of sealed tenders for 
purchase of the property and 
then decided to sell the land 
in question to the high bid¬ 
der, J and S Construction, 
which plans to develop a 60- 
unit motel. 


The site is at the northeast 
corner of the Douglas and 
Granville streets intersection. 

J and S bid $100,000 for the 
property while Howard Nem- 
tin Associates, acting for The 
Bay and PCI, were the lowest 
bidders at $84,000. 

Spokesmen for the proposed 
mall refused comment on the 
results. 

Council has also approved 
the sale of two other parcels 
of land, which are adjacent 
to the same intersection. 

On the southeast corner, Lot 
2 received a bid price of $112,- 


500, tendered by Ed Klassen 
Motorcade, J and S bid $100,- 
000 and H and N Managemet 
bid $62,500. The land is one 
acre in size and on a corner. 

Only one bid was received 
for a third parcel of seven 
acres, located at the south¬ 
west comer and restricted in 
use to a hospital facility. 

It was purchased by Port 
Hardy Hospital Society for the 
sum of $62,250. 

In the matter of fhc bid of J 
and S over The Bay, Mayor 
Brian Welchman left the chair 
to tell aldermen they would be 


setting a dangerous precedent 
if the highest tender was not 
accepted, unless there was a 
good reason for deciding oth¬ 
erwise. 

However, buyers of the 
commercial parcels have to 
meet several stipulations im¬ 
posed by council, which will be 
included in the agreement for 
sale. 

In addition, the clause al¬ 
lowing the council to buy back 
the property for the original 
selling price if the terms of the 
agreement are not met, will, be 
added. 


Hydro explains 
why power 
getting scarce 


QUALICUM BEACH — The mes¬ 
sage: Conserve electricity, particu¬ 
larly between 5 p.m. and 7 p.m. 

B.C. Hydro claims to have diffi¬ 
culty meeting power requirements on 
Vancouver Island and anticipates the 
problem will continue until 1983, when 
more power cables will have been laid 
across the Georgia Strait to supply 
more power to the Island. 

This was emphasized by Edward 
Marzocco, manager of the Vancouver 
Island production department of B.C. 
Hydro, when he talked to the Qualicum 
Beach Residents Association. 

A lot of the electricity is generated 
in hydroelectric schemes. Marzocco 
said in a dry year, power requirements 
can barely be met. 

He said B.C. Hydro has considered 
various alternatives to provide more 
power and decided the most suitable 
method is by laying 500,000-volt cables 
from Cheekeyc on the mainland to 
Dunsmuir near Qualicum. 

These cables cannot be laid and 
put into use before 1983. 

Marzocco said there are no plans to 
build an Island nuclear power sta¬ 
tion. 

B.C. Hydro’s sole activity in nu¬ 
clear power is having engineers ob¬ 
serving nuclear power generation in 
other parts of the world. 

He said it is not part of the plans to 
develop nuclear power until all hydro 
sites have been developed, as well as 
coal-fired generating stations. 

Marzocco said there arc plans to 
bring natural gas to the Island. 

He said getting the gas to the Island 
will not eliminate the need for extra 
electricity, however. 

Geothermal power sources are 
being investigated in a promising area 
40 kilometers northwest of Pember¬ 
ton, up the coast from Vancouver. 

Last year two holes, one 1,800 feet 
deep and the other 750 feet, were 
drilled and fluids with a temperature 
more than 100 degrees centigrade 
were obtained. 

Marzocco said this indicates a sig¬ 
nificant geothermal potential and 
more holes are planned. If the results 
arc promising, a 50-megawatt demon¬ 
stration plant will be built. 

Geothermal power has its prob¬ 
lems because of the disposal of liquids 
and there may be hydrogen sulphide 
gas that could pollute the air. 

Marzocco said there is a high finan¬ 
cial risk, but if the goethermal sources 
were adequate, B.C. would gain. 

B.C. Hydro has considered building 
a COO,000-watt thermal power station 
on Vancouver Island, but fuel would be 
a problem. Marzocco said coal sources 
on the Island as well as in the B.C. in¬ 
terior were considered. 

Hog fuel has been considered for 
a large generating plant and it was 
even suggested garbage be shipped 
over from Vancouver, or the debris on 
the beaches might be used. 

These ideas have all been rejected 
B.C. Hydro has looked into upgrad¬ 
ing the underwater cable to Vancouver 
Island at a point near Duncan. 

There arc problems with this 
scheme because they entail going 
through United States water and nego 
tiations would be lengthy. 


There is an increasing amount of 
shipping along the route and already 
two cables have been severed. 

B.C. Hydro could lay lines car¬ 
rying half the proposed 300.000 volts 
across the Georgia Strait, but then it 
would immediately have to start plan¬ 
ning for more cables to cope with the 
increasing demand for electricity. 

Marzocco described the increase of 
power requirements in this. 

Since! 1970, the population has in¬ 
creased to 9.000 from 4,000 and the 
power requirements have gone up 
more than 400 per cent, to 35,000 
kilowatts per year from 8,000. 

He said this situation is being re¬ 
peated over and over in other parts of 
Vancouver Island. 

There has been very little increase 
in power requirements in 1979 over 
last year. 

Marzocco attributed this to cus¬ 
tomers using energy more wisely and 
paying attention to B.C. Hydro's call to 
save power between 5 and 7 p.m. 

The new 5,000-volt line between Dun¬ 
can and Dunsmuir has also helped as 
as less power is wasted in trans¬ 
mission. 

Marzocco gave a breakdown of en¬ 
ergy uses on Vancouver Island: 44 per 
cent is supplied by oil and propane, 21 
per cent by natural gas, 17 per cent by 
wood waste, 17 per cent by electricity 
and the balance of one per cent by 
coal. 

Companies have applied to B.C. 
Hydro for power for new plants. The 
authority has received requests for an 
additional 200 megawatts, but could 
only agree to supply 70 megawatts. 

Marzocco said this would have to be 
on an interruptethfeasis. When power is 
short, the affected mills would be the 
first customers to have power cut off 
and the last to have it turned on again 
when the shortage was over. 

He said 1,000 new jobs could be 
created if the power was available. 

This would bring many more people 
to Vancouver Island and some resi- 
> dents would object to the greatly in¬ 
creased population. 

He asked: "Who is given the right to 
say stop?” 

Marzocco was asked why large mills 
pay less per unit for electricity than 
the householders. 

He explained that mills take 138,- 
000-volt lines and have only one meter. 
Individual homes take much lower 
voltages abd each has a meter, so 
more work is involved in distributing 
the power, reading the metres and 
billing. 

Marzocco said B.C. Hydro is not 
considering using solar energy, al¬ 
though it is promoting its use. 

A booklet is available at all B.C. 
Hydro offices describing how a solar 
heating panel can be built for domestic 
hot water. 

Marzocco said Vancouver Island 
faces a serious shortfall of electricity 
between now and 1983, when the new 
underwater cables come into use. 

He said a lot of time, effort and 
money must go into conserving elec¬ 
tricity now to avoid brownouts, with 
B.C. Hydro being unable to supply its 
customers adequately. 
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Pills record 
described 
in King diary 

OTTAWA (CP) — Mackenzie King greeted the new 
decade of the 1950s with two whiskies and a prayer before his 
mother’s portrait for strength. 

The last entry in his voluminous diary for 1949, the year 
before his death, found him in the care of private-duty nurses 
at Laurler House, the Ottawa home he inherited from Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier and which he left to the country in the will he 
started to prepare that year. 

King’s 75th birthday was spent Dec. 17 receiving the 
homage of friends and old political allies, and sending out 
small gifts. He wished he could do more, but “I am so 
helpless alone." 

All of the daily entries start with references to how well 
— usually, how badly — he slept during the night. He 
carefully records the hours of his wakefulness, and the pills 
he took — large or small red ones, pink ones, brown ones, and 
occasionally green ones. 

Viscount Alexander of Tunis, the governor-general, gave 
a small dinner party for him on his birthday, but it was 
nothing like one the Italian ambassador gave a few days 
before, “the most sumptuous one I recall having ever 
enjoyed — caviar on pancakes, pheasant, grouse and par¬ 
tridge in feathers, delicious delicacies and wines, beautiful 
china and glass . . .” 

After it: “To my great amazement and delight, I had a 
splendid night’s rest . . . Did not take any pill.” 

King received news Dec. 10 of the defeat of Australia’s 
Labor government of that day, and didn't like it one bit. 
"(Robert) Menzies now P.M. — significant — I don’t like 
Menzies, or Tories getting into power — but free enterprise 
important to progress, and welfare state by no means proved 
its worth." 

King worried about having "chronic cardiac asthma," 
and was greatly relieved when he found a doctor who assured 
him he did not. 

But on the night of Dec. 27, he may have had a mild heart 
attack, as he apparently did earlier in the year. He arranged 
for day and night nurses, and was comforted by the fact they 
were good, capable, homely women, one of whom was Dutch 
and had three diplomas.

OTTAWA (CP) — John 
Rockefeller Jr. opposed do¬ 
nation of a portion of family 
land along the Hudson River 
for a United Nations head¬ 
quarters Hi 1946 because it 
would lead to absorption of 
adjacent Rockefeller land, 
according to the 1949 diaries 
of former prime minister 
William Lyon Mackenzie 
King 

King wrote in the dairies, 
released for the first time 
Wednesday by the public ar¬ 
chives, that Rockefeller told 
him his son Nelson wanted to 
donate the land in New York 
City but the senior Rocke¬ 
feller "thought this would be 
a mistake." 

"II would mean the fam¬ 
ily’s properties being gradu¬ 
ally absorbed by the UN and 
foreigners from all over 
roaming about the place,” 
King quoted Rockefeller as 
saying in his diary Aug. 4, 
1949, during a visit to Rocke¬ 
feller’s summer home at 
Seal Harbour, Me. King and 
Rockefeller were long-time 
friends. 

King and Rockefeller 
spent many hours chatting 
about the family during his 
visit of several days, just a 
few months after King, 75, 
had retired from public 
life.

OTTAWA (CP) — W. L. Mac¬ 
kenzie King feared he had become 
a nubody in 1949, the year after he 
resigned as prime minister after 
21 years as the country’s leader. 

That retirement was extremely hard 
for the 75-year-old King to swallow is 
evident in his 1949 personal diary re¬ 
leased Wednesday by' the public ar 
chives after a 30-ycar ban to everyone 
but scholars. 

A SMALL INCIDENT, a strange 
dream or a fleeting thought was 
enough to provoke King to confide 
fears of not mattering anymore in his 
diary in that year before he died. 
There was a self-pitying tinge to many 
entries in the 700 pages kept in black 
binders. 

But occasionally he expressed indig- 
nance at the idea he did not count any¬ 
more. A few days after the Liberals 
under King’s successor Louis St. 
Laurent swept to victory in a general 
election, the former prime minister 
privately gave himself credit: 

“PERSONALLY, WHILE I will give 
St. Lauren! every credit for a splendid 
campaign. I do feel that at the bottom 
of all else and beyond all else, the 
victory of Monday was the harvest of 
my nearly 22 years as prime minister 
and 29 years as leader of the party,” 
King wrote. 

Election night, June 27, he had care¬ 
fully listened to St. Laurent’s victory 
speech for a tribute to himself — "I 
felt just a little disappointed that 
he made no mention of my 3V£ years in 
last Parliament and part my leader¬ 
ship over the years had played in help¬ 
ing to ensure the victory.” 

IN A VISION weeks later. King saw 
himself at a ticket booth unable to get 
the attention of a talkative ticket 
salesman, even though he was a per¬ 
son of considerable importance. 

"1 tried to havehim recognize me as 


a person entitled to some attention. I 
mentioned I had been P.M. for 15 
years then remembered it was longer, 
said yes. 21 or 22,” King wrote 
"It did not seem to itiake any differ¬ 
ence. I took the vision to mean that 
having given up public life I was 
now of no account.” 

THAT SUSPICION was further eon 
firmed in the fail when at the opening 
of Parliament, King was seated in the 
Upper Chamber among civil servants 
he had appointed and beneath senators 
whom he also had appointed — “In a 
way it was an act of humility.” 

King refused an offer of a Senate 
appointment from St. Laurent that 
year, saying it would have been an 
anti climax to his career. However, 
it struck him that he had no place to 
hang his hat and coat if he wanted to 
sit and listen to a debate in the 
House of Commons. 

“AS IT WAS there was no place for 
me to go, if I wished to be at the House 
at any time, though I had been prime 
minister for over 21 years.” 

King had resigned in November, 

1948, as prime minister but remained a 
member of Parliament until April, 

1949, when an election was called. In 
May poultry farmer William Major 
was nominated to contest King's seat 
in Glengarry, prompting the former 
prime minister to wistfully wish he 
had stayed on but then to remark 
“I am sure now that 1 would not have 
stood another campaign-” 

IT WAS A year he became preoccu¬ 
pied with household problems — main 
ly finding good help. The maid who 
had served him since 1922 left — 
he gave her a $150 bonus — and her two 
successors caused King considerable 
anxiety. 

The first, “a Lithuanian deportee," 
upset Kipg by cooking food for her 
mother in her bedroom and having 
her fiance up to her room. 
"Apparently the whole tribe — four 


in the city now, girl-mother-grand 
mother and lover — are all using 
Laurier House as place of meeting, 
eating etc. ... All has resulted from 
Miss Horne and other of the secre 
taries being overseized with a desire to 
help a refugee, not thinking of where it 
might lead." 

KING COMPLAINED to immigra- 
lion authorities who arranged to find 
her work elsewhere. 

The second maid, a Polish girl, was 
reduced to tears when King accused 
her of stealing cigarettes from his 
library. King said it would not have 
bothered him so much if she had not 
denied it. making her a liar as well as a 
thief in his view. 

His public life over. King began 
taking stock of his possessions and 
squirmed when realizing how rich he 
had become. King was obsessed with 
the fear that the public would some 
how come to believe he had acquired 
his wealth dishonestly. 

WHEN HE DIED in July, 1950, his 
estate was worth $681,000 excluding 
Kingsmere, a beautiful property on 
almost 500 acres of land which King 
donated to the public along with his 
city home, Laurier House. 

"I felt on Saturday last in walking 
over old parts of the property almost 
ashamed, if not afraid, of owning so 
much," King confided in his diary one 
August day. 

"I t has been a shock to myself to 
find I own whal I do in money and In 
property — indeed an astonishing sur¬ 
prise to myself.” 

IT WAS IRONIC because King was a 
thrifty man in his personal life and had 
worried for years about ending his 
days In poverty. Now he worried he 
would end his days amid suspicion he 
had acquired wealth at the expense of 
the public — "I want at all costs the 
honor of my name — the name of my 
fathers and my grandfathers to be 
preserved and handed down to poster¬ 
ity.”

imperial helped by dreams 


OTTAWA (CP)-Macken¬ 
zie King fussed for days over 
arrangements for a dinner 
he was giving in 1949 for 
Prime Minister Nehru of 
India, which had recently 
gained independence from 
British imperial rule. 

In hi$ diaries released 
Wednesday by the public ar¬ 
chives, King wrote that he 
decided to give up the entire- 
day of Oct. 25 to final prepa¬ 
rations — table plan, place 
cards, flower arranging, 
having menus typed and gel¬ 
ling a hair cut. 

Suddenly, to his horror, he 
realized that the dessert was 
listed as Mousse Imperiale, 
at a time when imperial was 
a nasty word. 

It was “a slip that might 
have been fatal" to the suc¬ 
cess of the party, King 
wrote. 

The final dish of the meal 
was renamed Wine Cream. 


OTTAWA (UPC) — Dreams, visions 
and the magic rapping table held great 
comfort for an aging and ill William Lyon 
Mackenzie King, diaries and documents 
released Wednesday by the Public Ar¬ 
chives revealed. 

King, bewildered and frustrated after 
his retirement from the prime minister¬ 
ship after 21 years, turned increasingly to 
spiritualism, the four volumes of loose- 
leafed 1949 diaries showed. 

In earlier years he had asked spirits, 
including his dead mother’s, to help him 
rule the country, but by 1919 he was trying 
to sort out his personal life. 

In bis 1949 diaries, King described a 
total of 57 visions, dreams and table-rap¬ 
ping sessions he had had during that 
year. 

On Jan. 4. while visiting his close friend 
John Rockefeller in Maine. King wrote that 
he was distressed by a dream in which he 
lost his overcoat, which he look to mean 
that, by retiring, he had lost his identity 
and station in life. 

A few days later, while travelling bpek 
to Ottawa, he had a dream in which he was 
lost in the old world and had difficulty 


hearing, dropped his glasses and couldn’t 
find his money. 

The 74-year-old King saw the dream as 
evidence of his advancing years and of the 
necessity of “making the most of my 
remaining years.” 

King frequently dreamed of his confi¬ 
dant Rockefeller and former British prime 
minister Winston Churchill. Both men 
made King feel totally relaxed, safe and 
happy. 

On Aug. 24 King wrote that he had a 
vision in which he rubbed cheeks with 
Churchill, revealing his tender side. Later, 
he and Churchill were alone on a snowy hill 
when the land around it suddenly fell 
away, leaving the two men safe with each 
other. 

In August, King stayed close to his 
favorite table, exercising his long-time 
practice of table-rapping to gain insight. 

While visiting Rockefeller, he wrote 
that a session convinced him he had to get 
on with writing his memoirs or his life 
story would be misinterpreted. 

King's mother and father frequently ap 
peared in his dreams, and he often called 
on their spirits to stay by his side and help 
him.

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Chapais witness flown out 

Police fear for his safety 


CHAPAIS, Que. (CP) - 
I lorent Cantln, a 21-year-old 
unemployed laborer being 
held as a material witness In 
the New Year’s Day fire that 
killed 41 persons, was flown 
out of this isolated mining 
tottp. under police guard 
Wednesday after officials 
expressed fear for his safe¬ 
ty: 

Cantin was moved to Que¬ 
bec City's Orsainville prison 
because “Jails in the district 
he*e are small, and some of 
the other prisoners might be 
revolted by him,” said Cpi. 
Yvon Martel, who is heading 
the police investigation. 

Police reported that a man 
using a cigarette lighter set 
fire to an arch made from 
toughs at the entrance of the 
halk 

Cantin, a resident of Cha¬ 
pais, is expected to be one of 
the main witnesses in the 
coroner’s inquest into the 
building fire—Canada's 
worst in more than 40 ygars 
-scheduled to take place in 
nearby Chibougamau Jan. 
it:- • 

Quebec Eire Commission¬ 
er Cyrille Delage, who will 
preside over the inquest, 
questioned Cantin before ac¬ 
companying him to Quebec 
City on a government air¬ 
plane Wednesday after¬ 
noon. 

Delage and Justice De¬ 
partment pathologist Ri¬ 
chard Authier flew into this 
town of 3,500 from Quebec 
City earlier in the day to 
begin their investigation. 
They went to the scene of the 
fire and viewed the bodies in 
a temporary morgue at the 
municipal garage 
Meanwhile, the toll in the 
fire climbed to 14 Wednes¬ 
day with the deaths of two 
severely burned victims. 
Another three remained in 
critical condition in Quebec 
Cjty hospitals. 

A total of 50 persons were 
treated in hospital in nearby 
Chibougamau. The nine 
most serious cases were 
evacuated to Quebec City on 
a provincial government air¬ 
craft. 

A funeral mass for the vic¬ 
tims was set for Saturday in 
the local hockey arena, with 
Homan Catholic Bishop 
Cerard Kainvillc of the dio- 
- ceso of Amos presiding. 

The funeral was originally 
scheduled for Friday, but 
Denis Michaud, secretary- 
treasurer of the town of Cha¬ 
pais, said the services had to 
be postponed because not 
enough coffins could be 
found. 

Michaud said authorities 
had identified about 15 of the 
victims, but no names would 
lie released until all had been 
identified. Pathologist Auth¬ 
ier said dental records, jew¬ 
elry and bits of clothing and 
footwear were being used in 
an effort to discover the 
identities of people burned 
beyond recognition. 

Authier and his medical 
team, assisted by police and 
local residents who knew the 
victims, sifted through the 
jumble of plastic shrouds on 
the floor of (he garage where 
the bodies were placed. 

One by one they placed the 
bodios on a table and asked 
relatives who gathered at 
(he town hall waiting to be 
called to come and make 
positive identification. 

Normand Trudel. 29, presi¬ 
dent of the Lion’s Club which 
sponsored the New Year’s 
Eve party, had bandages on 
his head and hands and 
spoke softly as he told re¬ 
porters gathered at the town 
haU that five close friends 
and relatives of his died in 
the fire. 

“Host my wife,” he said. 
Trudel and his wife Isa¬ 
belle, also 29, have two 
daughters aged three and 
six. He also lost two sisters, a 
sister in-law and a close 
family friend in the fire. * 
“l was behind the bar 
when the fire started,’” he 
said, noting that members of 
the Lion’s Club executive 
took turns serving at the 
bar 

“It got worse when they 
opened the (front) door,” 
Trudel said. “There was a 
boom as the air rushed in and 
the fire spread. 

“Everybody rushed to the 
end, to the rear exit." 

Trudel said he headed to 
the right exit door while Isa¬ 
belle went to the left. 

“1 saw her from a dis¬ 
tance," he said. “1 thought 
she had a chance.” 

Most of the bodies were 
found in a heap at the left 
exit. 

-. Guy Boulanger, a miner, 
said he knew “90 per cent" of 
the victims. “Everyone here 
is friends.” 

Boulanger said there were 
enough fire extingushers 
and fire hoses In the club and 
adequate exits. He blamed 
tho deaths on "panic” when 
the 350 celebrants rushed for 
the door. 

He denied reports that the 


extinguisher* were Inade¬ 
quate, saying rather that 
“the fire was too big." " 

Chapais mayor Gerard 
Pellerin, his hands covered 
in mitten-like bandages, said 
people in the hall initially 
thought the fire was under 
control. 

‘’People grabbed the extin¬ 


guishers and if looked like 
they were going to put it 
out,” the mayor said. “My 
wife wanted to get out but I 
said no. 

“Everybody had the same 
reaction I did," he said, "but 
It took less than two minutes 
for the fire to spread.” 

Pellerin said the hall was 


decorated with spruce 
boughs that were put up sev¬ 
eral weeks earlier and had 
dried out. 

Walter Klucaric, a fire in¬ 
spector for Falconbrtdge 

S ipper Ltd. of Toronto, tne 
ain employer in the town 
and owner of the club where 
the fire took place, said he 


inspected the building Dec. 

12 . 

“Everything seemed all 
right,” Klucaric said. 

He suggested those in the 
hall could have put the fire 
out if they had used the hoses 
provided. 

“They almost got it out 
with the extinguishers,” he 
said. However, “nobody 
thought of using the fire 

hoses.” 


December point sends

TEHRAN (AP) — A mob marched on the Soviet 
embassy on Tuesday. The Turkish embassy was the 
focus of a demonstration on Wednesday. Which em¬ 
bassy will be next? 

The shrinking diplomatic community in Tehran is 
taking no chances. 
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“The shredding machines 
have been working overnight 
for the past eight weeks, 
ever since the Americans 
were overrun," said one of 
the few remaining Western 
diplomats. “We would all 
have been caught with our 
pants down if we’d been hit 
the same day.” 

Consigned to oblivion are 
documents linking any Ira¬ 
nian official with embassy 
contacts before, during or 
since the revolution. Such 
information is a potential 
tool in the current political 
quagmire of Iran. 

The militants occupying 
the U.S. embassy have pu£ 
licized secret documents 
linking several senior Ira¬ 
nian officials with the U.S. 
government, and the detri¬ 
mental effect on their ca¬ 
reers was sudden. 

Diplomatic sources said 
that as many as 70 Iranian 
officials, including some 
members of the Revolution¬ 
ary Council, were in contact 
with the American embassy 
and could be subject to politi¬ 
cal blackmail by the mili¬ 
tants here. 

The concern among em¬ 
bassies pervades not only 
Western missions but also 
those of Third World and 
communist nations. About 70 
nations have embassies in 
Tehran.

with Ghotbzadeh in his first 
talks aimed at freeing the 
hostages held at the U.S. 
embassy in Tehran. 

About an hour after Wald¬ 
heim was to have arrived, an 
Iranian official announced 
the visit had been cancelled 
because of “a security risk" 
from demonstrations. 

Iranian television said the 
reason was Waldheim’s.“ill 
health.” 

The demonstrators parad¬ 
ed around the block, chant¬ 
ing mainly anti-American 
slogans. Some were heard to 
shout, “Marg Bar Wald¬ 
heim!" (Death to Wald¬ 
heim). 

Initial statements from 
Waldheim and the foreign 
ministry on the first round of 
talks stressed that the two 
men had concentrated on 
Iranian grievances. 

Waldheim said the hostage 
issue was discussed but did 
not elaborate. A 700-word 
communique from the for¬ 
eign ministry did not even 
mention the hostages, who 
have been held by militants 
at the embassy since Nov. 
4. 

The statement was devot¬ 
ed almost entirely to an ac¬ 
count of Waldheim's concern 
over “the violations of 
human rights suffered by the 
Iranian people under the 
previous regime,” and Ira¬ 
nian criticism of the United 
States and other super¬ 
powers. 

The militants insist they 
will not release the hostages 
until the shah i9 returned to 
stand trial for alleged 
crimes committed during his 
regime. 

The UN Security Council 
gave Waldheim a new man¬ 
date Monday to try to win the- 
release of the hostages — put 
at 50 by the U.S. state de¬ 
partment, 49 by their captors 
and 43 by three U.S. clergy¬ 
men who visited them at 
Christmas.

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Baby scalded, placed in hot oven 

Mother burns child 
to ‘get rid of devil’ 


NEW YORK (UPI) — A 
woman, trying to “get rid of 
the devil" in her 20-month- 
old son, scalded him with 
water, placed him in a hot 
oven and then stood in the 
nude crooning an exorcism 
chant, police said Wednes¬ 
day. 

The child, Leon Justin, 
was in critical condition in 
the hospital with burns over 
95 per cent of his body and 
was not expected to live. His 
mother, Patricia Abraham, 
25, was charged with first- 
degree assault. 

The police said the inci¬ 
dent occurred about mid¬ 
night Tuesday in the 
woman's first-floor apart¬ 
ment. 

“It was an exorcism rite,” 
a police spokesman said. 
“She said she was trying to 
get rid of the devil. God had 
told her the baby was pos¬ 
sessed.” 

She told neighbors, “If you 
want to see the devil burn, 
come on In,” the spokesman 
said. 

Neighbors called police. 

The boy was not expected 
to survive. 

The police spokesman said 
detectives had determined 
Miss Abraham was not a 
member of a religious cult 
and apparently had no his¬ 
tory of mental illness. 

The woman’s common-law 
husband, Leroy Justin, was 
not present at the time of the 
incident.

However, a White House 
odficial said Carter con¬ 
tinues to believe that the 
treaty, which would limit the 
strategic nuclear arsenals of 
the two superpowers, is “in 
the national security interest 
of the United States.” 

In Kabul, Afghanistan’s 
new leader, Babrak Karmal, 
appeared on television for 
the first time and denounced 
deposed leader Hafizullah 
Amin as a puppet of the 
United States and a CIA 
agent. 

Amin was executed after 
the coup last Thursday when 
the Soviet Union sent an esti¬ 
mated 35,000 to 45,000 troops 
into Afghanistan.

The price of gold broke 
through the $600 (U.S.)- 
an-ounce barrier for the 
first time on the Hong 
Kong bullion market 
today. 

Within the first two and 
a half hours of trading, 
the asking price rose to 
$617 an ounce from $588 
before easing to $615 
($720 Canadian). 

But virtually no trans¬ 
actions were recorded 
and dealers said the price 
was being pushed up by 
sellers holding stocks. 

"There can be no better 
investment in 1980," one 
Hong Kong dealer said of 
the precious metal. 
“Gold is rising at a dollar 
a minute this morning." 

On Wednesday, gold 
soared to all-time highs 
in the United States and 
Europe with buyers 
hardpressed to find 
sellers. 

Gold ended trading in 
New York at a record 
$574 ($672 Canadian) an 
ounce, an increase of $37 
from Monday. 

Gold set two records in 
London, jumping an un¬ 
precedented $43 from 
Monday’s price to close 
at a record $567.50 ($663 
Canadian) a troy ounce. 

In Paris, gold fever 
was so high that trading 
in the metal was suspend 
ed as bids soared and still 
nobody wanted to sell. 


Poll record low 
for government 


TORONTO (UPC) — The 
popularity of Prime Minister 
Clark’s Conservatives in De¬ 
cember was the lowest of 
any government in power in 
the 39-year history of the 
Gallup Poll, a spokesman 
said Wednesday. 

In the Toronto-based Gal¬ 
lup organization’s survey, 
conducted before the gov¬ 
ernment’s defeat and re¬ 
leased Wednesday, eligible 
voters were asked, “If an 


election was held today, who 
would you vote for?" 

According to the poll con¬ 
ducted in the first four days 
of December, the governing 
Tories netted 27 per cent of 
popular support, while 47 
per cent of respondents 
would support the Liberals, 
23 per cent would vote for the 
New Democratic Party 
while three per cent would 
vote for other parties and 
independents. 


Thomson bidding high for FP shares 


TORONTO (CP) — Thomson News¬ 
papers Ltd. has submitted a $139-million 
cash offer to purchase all of the issued and 
outstanding shares of FP Publications 
Ltd., the Thomson group announced Wed¬ 
nesday. 

Thomson, which owns 36 daily news¬ 
papers in Canada, said in a statement the 
offer was $4,000 a snare for Class A or 
voting shares and $62.50 a share for equity 
shares. 

The statement said the offer—which 
expires Jan. 11—gave Thomson the right 
to purchase less than all the shares if not 
all shareholders accept the offer. 

The statement said the proposed acqui¬ 
sition would be financed by internal or 


borrowed funds. No shares of Thomson 
Newspapers would be issuer^ in connection 
with the proposed transaction. 

FP Publications publishes eight daily 
newspapers in Canada, including The 
Daily Colonist and Times of Victoria and 
the Vancouver Sun. 

Toronto financier Conrad Black, with 
partners John Bassett, chairman of Baton 
Broadcasting Inc., Frederik Eaton, chair¬ 
man of T. Eaton Co., and George Gardiner, 
president of the investment firm Gardiner 
Watson Ltd., have offered a reported 
$120.3 million for FP. 

R. Howard Webster of Montreal has bid 
an estimated $109 million for FF, which 
also has substantial printing interests. 


Richard Shead of Winnipeg, lawyer for 
the John Sifton estate which owns about 
22 per cent of FP voting stock, said in a 
telephone interview the family would meet 
in Toronto this weekend to discuss the 
proposed offer. 

Shead said he could not comment on the 
family's reaction until after the meeting, 
originally set up to discuss the offer by 
Black's group. 

Black was not available for comment 
but Bassett said he discussed the issue with 
Gardiner. 

“As far as Mr. Bassett and Mr. Gar¬ 
diner are concerned, we are not prepared 


to pay any more,” Bassett said. "We felt 
the bid we made was ample." 

He said it would be ridiculous to get into 
a bidding competition with Lord Thomson 
and the Thomson organization 

Bassett also said that even if the Black 
deal had gone through, "I wouldn’t have 
owned a bit of it." 

Bassett said he was acting as chairman 
of the Telegram Corp., set up in the 1950s 
by Bassett and the late John David Eaton 
for their sons. 

Thomson publishes 70 newspapers in 
the U.S. and 49 newspapers in Canada, 
including the Nanaimo Free Press, Kelow¬ 
na Courier, Penticton Herald and Kam¬ 
loops Sentinel.

Sports and booze a losing combination 


SEATTLE (AP) — Linebackers and liquor don’t mix. 

Neither do slam dunks and drunks, baseballs and high 
balls, soccer and saki, says Dick Paynter, 46, director of 
treatment for Riverton Hospital’s care unit, ah alcohol 
treatment centre. 

Sports and spirits arc a losing team, he says. 

"I drank myself out of college twice — out of basket , 
ball and out of crew (rowing). As a matter of fact, back at 
Roosevelt high school in the ’50s, a couple of buddies and I 
quit varsity ball because we discovered we could play ball 
and drink, too, if wc joined the YMCA. So we did,” 
Paynter recalls. 

For the athlete, even occasional alcohol use can cli¬ 
max in a game loss or a career-shattering injury. 

"I’m always appalled that guys with immense amounts 
of talent so often blow it away, blow big-dollar ca¬ 
reers, blow championships, or even playoff berths, be¬ 


cause they don’t understand what the problem is," he 
says. • 

A couple beers swigged after a game wil) pour enough 
toxins into an athlete’s system to impair future perfor¬ 
mance, Paynter says. And drinking with the tavern crowd 
over a long summer can cripple a football player's game 
when fall rolls around. 

"The sad part is so few coaches — particularly in 
professional sports but in college and high school, too 
— seem to understand why-their teams have hit the 
skids or run out of gas. 

"Sure, they see their guys out there trying, but no way 
can the body do what’s being asked of it. . . and I swear, I 
don’t think I’ve ever met a coach who didn’t drink. Oh, 
I’m sure they’re out there, but I’ve never met one." 

Paynter says alcohol can stay with an athlete for 
seven days and it takes from 20 to 100 days to get rid of all 
the toxins. 


"The pattern, if repeated week after week through, 
say, a football season, never gives his cells a chance to 
recover for the next weekend's game,” Paynter says. 
"It just doesn’t work that way and the specialists will 
tell you this time after time. 

"So here you have an athlete who believes himself to 
be, and looks like he is. in top shape. But all through his 
body he’s got these little triglycerides, tiny globs of 
fat, stuck between every cell because the oxygen needed 
lo burn them away has been off burning away the alco¬ 
hol. 

“Coaches are always telling its 'it's a game of inches’,’ 
he says. "So here's a case, maybe, where a basketball player 
goes up for a jump shot and he's off just an inch; or some guy 
misses a tackle, by an inch; or a race car driver wonders why 
he can’t corner like he could before that big party three 
weeks ago." 
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Pain-stress centre provides new answers 


Island patient 
given relief

QUALICUM BEACH — Bill Lyster has had pain 
since April of 1945, when part of his shoulder was shot 
off by a sniper during combat in Germany. Drugs gave 
some relief but were not the answer. 

He has just returned from a six-week course of 
treatment at the new Columbia Centre for pain and 
stress management in Vancouver, and at last he is no 
longer troubled by the pain. 

There are several pain clinics in North America. 
The Columbia Centre has a routine that includes medi¬ 
cation withdrawal, physiotherapy, biofeedback, relax¬ 
ation training, counselling and education. 

Patients arc taught relaxation techniques to relieve 
tension and pain, but according to Lyster, a six-week 
course of treatment Is no rest cure. 

The program starts at 7 a m. and continues to 5:30 
p.m. five days a week. All patients live in and there is 
total immersion in the efforts to deal with pain. 

Lyster said he got up daily at 6 a.m. and went for a 
walk followed by a swim. By then everyone was ready 
for breakfast. 

The program resumed at 9 a.m. with a session of 
binfeedback and relaxation. 

Biofeedback techniques are used to teach patients

to get fuller control of their body's functions. A small 
electronic device monitors muscle tension and surface 
temperatures of the fingers. 


By concentrating, patients team how to reduce 
tension and change the temperatures of the tips of their 
fingers. 

Later they arc able to do this without the electronic 
gadgetry. 

Researchers have discovered patients who can 
v alter the skin temperature of their fingers can relieve 
headaches. Prolonged muscle tension leads to pain. 

Relaxation is important to relieve tension and 
anxiety. Various techniques are taught-and the patients 
on discharge have a variety of cassette tapes they can 
use to continue practising and perfecting their relaxa¬ 
tion. 

Physical activity is important and the relaxation 
sessions are followed by three-quarters of an hour of 
exercise under the direction of physiotherapists. 

Patients attend lectures on anatomy, physiology, 
and they learn about the vicious circle of pain, tension 
and anxiety. It is imperative they learn how to break the 
circle. 

Lyster said steps are taken to improve patients' 
general health. A nutritionist gives information on 
correct eating habits and weight regulation. 

The exercises, activities and recreation programs 
are also aimed at improving general health. 

Group therapy sessions are held regularly when pa¬ 
tients get together in groups under the leadership of 
psychologists to discuss their problems and work out 
solutions. 

Lyster said patients often have some underlying 
problem that could be related to family, finances, or 
some emotional experience that is a major factor in 
their painful condition. These factors have to be brought 
out and resolved. 


As there is total immersion, the program continues 
into the evening with another walk, a swim" and social 
activities. 

Lyster said the patients were pleased when 10 
o’clock came because they were so tired and wanted to 
go to bed. 

When he left the centre, Lyster had a home routine 
to continue. His wife Is involved in the program. 

Lyster said it is a prerequisite that patients have a 
spouse or some other close relative to assist them after 
discharge. Patients are periodically reviewed at the 
centre for 18 months following discharge-. 

Lyster said that “I still have pain, but can handle 
anything and I am not distressed. I can easily control 
the pain." He talked about the relaxation techniques 
that he can do any place, anytime. 

Patients are only treated at the Columbia Centre if 
they have been referred by a physician or an agency 
such as Workmen's Compensation Board or ICBC. 

Lyster said he was one of the first two patients at 
the centre who had been sponsored by the department of 
veteran affairs. 

He was so impressed by the results he has written to 
DVA recommending more veterans with chronic pain 
be referred. 

Patients undergo an intensive two-day assessment 
and if they are considered suitable, are put on the 
waiting list for admission to the Columbia Centre. 

Patients must make a commitment to the goals of 
the program and they must not be involved in any litiga¬ 
tion connected with an injury leading to the pain from 
which they want relief.

Shopping centre in doubt

PORT HARDY — Approv¬ 
al by council to sell a parcel 
of land on part of which Hud¬ 
son Bay and Pacific Coast 
Industries planned to con¬ 
struct a regional shopping 
centre, has placed the project 
in doubt. 

Council examined the re¬ 
sults of sealed tenders for 
purchase of the property and 
l hen decided to sell the land 
in question to the high bid¬ 
der, J and S Construction, 
which plans to develop a 60- 
unit motel. 


The site is at the northeast 
corner of the Douglas and 
Granville streets intersection. 

J and S bid $100,000 for the 
property while Howard Nem- 
tin Associates, acting for The 
Bay and PCI, were the lowest 
bidders at $84,000. 

Spokesmen for the proposed 
mall refused comment on the 
results. 

Council has also approved 
the sale of two other parcels 
of land, which are adjacent 
to the same intersection. 

On the southeast corner. Lot 
2 received a bid price of $112,- 


500, tendered by Ed Klassen 
Motorcade, J and S bid $100,<; 
000 and H and N Managemet 
bid $62,500. The land is one 
acre in size and on a corner. 

Only one bid was received 
for a third parcel of seven 
acres, located at the south¬ 
west comer and restricted in 
use to a hospital facility. 

It was purchased by Port 
Hardy Hospital Society for the 
sum of $62,250. 

In the matter of the bid of J 
and S over The Bay, Mayor 
Brian Welchman left the chair 
to tell aldermen they would be 


setting a dangerous precedent 
if the highest tender was not 
accepted, unless there was a 
good reason for deciding oth¬ 
erwise. 

However, buyers of the 
commercial parcels have to 
meet several stipulations im¬ 
posed by council, which will be 
included in the agreement for 
sale. 

In addition, the clause al¬ 
lowing the council to buy back 
the property for the original 
selling price if the terms of the 
agreement are not met, will be 
added. 


Hydro explains 
why power 
getting scarce 


QUALICUM BEACH - The mes 
sage: Conserve electricity, particu¬ 
larly between 5 p.m. and 7 p.m. 

B.C. Hydro claims to have diffi¬ 
culty meeting power requirements on 
Vancouver Island and anticipates the 
problem will continue until 1983, when 
more power cables will have been laid 
across the Georgia Strait to supply 
more power to the Island. 

This was emphasized by Edward 
Marzocco, manager of the Vancouver 
Island production department of B.C. 
Hydro, when he talked to the Qualicum 
Beach Residents Association. 

A lot of the electricity is generated 
in hydroelectric schemes. Marzocco 
said in a dry year, power requirements 
can barely be met. 

He said B.C. Hydro has considered 
various alternatives to provide more 
power and decided the most suitable 
method is by laying 500,000-volt cables 
from Cheekeye on the mainland to 
Dunsmuir near Qualicum. 

These cables cannot be laid arid 
put into use before 1983. 

Marzocco said there are no plans to 
build an Island nuclear power sta¬ 
tion. 

B.C. Hydro’s sole activity in nu¬ 
clear power is having engineers ob¬ 
serving nuclear power generation in 
other parts of the world. 

He said it is not part of the plans to 
develop nuclear power until all hydro 
sites have been developed, as well as 
coal-fired generating stations. 

Marzocco said there are plans to 
bring natural gas to the Island. 

He said getting the gas to the Island 
will not eliminate the need for extra 
electricity, however. 

Geothermal power sources are 
being investigated in a promising area 
40 kilometers northwest of Pember¬ 
ton, up the coast from Vancouver. 

Last year two holes, one 1.800 feet 
deep and the other 750 feet, were 
drilled and fluids with a temperature 
more than 100 degrees centigrade 
were obtained. 

Marzocco said this indicates a sig¬ 
nificant geothermal potential and 
more holes are planned. If the results 
are promising, a 50-megawatt demon¬ 
stration plant will be built. 

Geothermal power has its prob¬ 
lems because of the disposal of liquids 
and there may be hydrogen sulphide 
gas that could pollute the air. 

Marzocco said there is a high finan¬ 
cial risk, but if the goethermal sources 
were adequate, B.C. would gain. 

B.C. Hydro has considered building 
a 600,000-watt thermal power station 
on Vancouver Island, but fuel would be 
a problem. Marzocco said coal sources 
on the Island as well as in the B.C. in¬ 
terior were considered. 

Hog fuel has been considered for 
a large generating -plant and it was 
even suggested garbage be shipped 
over from Vancouver, or the debris on 
the beaches might be used. 

These ideas have all been rejected. 
B.C. Hydro has looked into upgrad¬ 
ing the underwater cable to Vancouver 
Island at a point near Duncan. 

There are problems with this 
scheme because they entail going 
through United States water and nego¬ 
tiations would be lengthy. 


There is an increasing amount of 
shipping along the route and already 
two cables have been severed. 

B.C. Hydro could lay lines car¬ 
rying half the proposed 500.000 volts 
across the Georgia Strait, but then it 
would immediately have to start plan 
ning for more cables to cope with the 
increasing demand for electricity. 

Marzocco described the increase of 
power requirements in this. 

Since 1970, the population has in¬ 
creased to 9,000 from 4,000 and the 
power requirements have gone up 
more than 400 per cent, to 35,000 
kilowatts per year from 8,000. 

He said this situation is being re¬ 
peated over and over in other parts of 
Vancouver Island. 

There has been very little increase 
in power requirements in 1979 over 
last year. 

Marzocco atjributed this to cus¬ 
tomers using energy more wisely and 
paying attentiop to B.C. Hydro's call to 
save power between 5 and 7 p m 
The new 5,006-volt line between Dun¬ 
can and Dunsmuir has also helped as 
as less power is wasted in trans¬ 
mission. t 

Marzocco gave a breakdown of en¬ 
ergy uses on Vancouver Island: 44 per 
cent is supplied by oil and propane. 21 
per cent by natural gas, 17 per cent by 
wood waste, 17 per cent by electricity 
and the balance of one per cent by 
coal. 

Companies have applied to B.C. 
Hydro for (lower for new plants. The 
authority has received requests for an 
additional 200 megawatts, but could 
only agree to supply 70 megawatts. 

Marzoccb said this would have to be 
on an interrupted basis. When power is 
short, the affected mills would be the 
first customers to have power cut off 
and the last to have it turned on again 
when the shortage was over. 

He said 1,000 new jobs could be 
created if the power was available. 

This would bring many more people 
to Vancouver Island and some resi¬ 
dents would object to the greatly in¬ 
creased population. 

He asked: "Who is given the right to 
say stop?” 

Marzocco was asked why large mills 
pay less per unit for electricity than 
the householders. 

Hd'explained that mills take 138,- 
000-volt lines and have only one meter. 
Individual homes take much lower 
voltages and each has a meter, so 
more work is involved in distributing 
the power, reading the metres and 
billing. 

Marzocco said B.C. Hydro is not 
considering using solar energy, al¬ 
though it is promoting its use 
A booklet is available at all B.C. 
Hydro offices describing how a solar 
heating panel can be built for domestic 
hot water. 

Marzocco said Vancouver Island 
faces a serious shortfall of electricity 
between now and 1983, when the new 
underwater cables come into use. 

He said a lot of time, effort and 
money must go into conserving elec¬ 
tricity now to avoid brownouts, with 
B.C. Hydro being unable to supply its 
customers adequately.

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6 Changes governing regions will be cosmetic only ’

Long threatened changes in legislation governing re¬ 
gional districts wiH be cosmetic only and will not sig- 
•nificantly affect the way in which the Capital Region 
District carries on business, according to region board 
chairman chairman James Campbell. 

Campbell said in a New Year's Day interview: "There is 
a tendency on the part of people who have been complaining 
for a long lime, when they discover lhal changes are more 
difficult than they expected, to make cosmetic changes 
rather than admitting a thing should be left alone." 

He said provincial government indecision on the sub¬ 
ject of regional government would soon be recognized as 
characteristic, rather than temporary. 

"Any changes made will be cosmetic,” he predicted. 

The provincial government has been threatening legisla¬ 
tive changes for more than two years now, and at 
one point launched an intensive travelling commission 
in the province, which resulted in a lengthy report and 
recommendations. 

That report, presented to Hugh Curtis when he was 
minister of municipal affairs, was inherited by Wil¬ 
liam Vander Zalm when he took over the portfolio. 

Legislative changes were promised by last spring, but 
the issue next surfaced in ihe fall, when Vander Zalm 
again visited regional- districts, and listened to briefs. 
Changes are now supposed to be brought in this year 

Campbell also predicted that the problems surround¬ 
ing the Clover Point sewage outfall would be settled early 
this year, with all legal disputes decided and plans being 
made to complete the project. "We may possibly even get 
some pipe laid to improve that area," Campbell said. 


There is a need to get improvements started at 
McMieking, he said. 

A recent flight along the coast had convinced him 
that the visible impact from sewage discharges at McMick- 
ing were "quite atrocious." 

"You could see brown effluent surging out dose to 
shore," he said. 

In contrast, there was little sign of the Clover Point 
plume, which is only about 200 yards offshore but which 
discharges into deep water and apparently disperses. It 
was impossible to find any impact from the Macaulay 
Point outfall. "I think that would be difficult to identify 
without close study by boat.” 

Campbell said that in spile of a cost of growth study 
which has put a $120 million price tag on development of 
services in the Western Community if the regional plan is 
followed, new population would still be direeted to that 
area 

"Our regional plan provides for a redirecting of 
growth from the farm land of the peninsula to the west¬ 
ern community, and I don't think any cost of growth 
study is going to alter the wisdom of that." he said- 

Campbell suggested that if western growth is too costly, 
there may be: some consideration given to greater inten¬ 
sity land use in the downtown core. 

“I think that if we did a study of the cost of growth'of 
intensifying in Ihe urban core then those who look askance at 
costs in the western sector will* discover that costs arc 
increasing everywhere for everything, and some don't 
realize how fast that is happening." 

Campbell said there is "tremendous validity” to reve¬ 
nue-sharing within the region, but he did not expect 
any ac.ion on this. 


Campbell: Indecision is characteristic 


“It would be tantamount to a form of amalgamation, 
and the only municipality in the entire region which 
would ever think seriously of amalgamation is Victoria, 
and city council can see their position being enhanced by 
amalgamation.” 

He said Victoria Mayor William Tindall is opposed to 
revenue-sharing because he sees it as a cost to Victoria 
without the benefits of amalgamation. 

Saanich Mayor Mel Couvelier, on the other hand, is 
interested in revenue-sharing, because he feels it would 


give him financial solutions to several problems, without 
amalagamation. 

Regional planners have been instructed to report on 
the ramifications of revenue-sharing, but Campbell said the 
real issue is amalgamation. 

"The way I feel about the whole process is that we 
have loo many municipalities with loo many parochial 
points of view," he said. “I would like to see amalgama¬ 
tion more by function, but you have this incredible re¬ 
sistance. This is my view, but 1 don't intend to do any 
pushing on the subject because I don't have a mandate 
to deal with this." 

The biggest problem facing the region in the immedi¬ 
ate future, Campbell said, is the regional takeover of 
transit. 

"We have the potential to do an exciting job in taking 
over Ihe transit system and beginning to make it respon¬ 
sive; to the larger community rather than merely those 
who are easiest to serve." 

He criticized the government-appointed Urban Tran 
sit Authority for "holding its cards close to its chest” 
and not taking local input. 

He had been surprised, he said, to hear Tindall, who is a 
member Of UTA, and former regional district transit 
committee chairman, criticizing regional planners for 
not going ahead with detailed planning of bus services. 

"I was a little surprised that he would criticize so 
vigorously work he was presumed to have had done in 
his role as transit committee chairman," Campbell said. 

Planners, he admitted, have a lot of catching up to 
do. “It is going to be hard, but it is going to be worth it." 
he said. 


Shaping of Oak Bay 
at will of residents 


Oak Bay residents will be asked 
how they think the municipality 
should be shaped as the first step 
in making a community plan for 
the municipality. Mayor Douglas 
Watts said Tuesday. 

Watts was asked in an inter¬ 
view to explain how the commu¬ 
nity plan—which he said during his 
election campaign should be com¬ 
pleted this year—will be brought 
about. ” 

The new mayor said municipal 
officials have been meeting with 
the community plan consultants, 
Eikos Design Group Ltd., of 993 
West 8th in Vancouver, to draw up 
a questionnaire which will be sent 
to all Oak Bay residents. 

"Thc+e will be some questions 
to be answered, but we expect to 
leave a large space for citizens to 
write in their own views of what 
Oak Bay should be like in the 
coming years,” Watts said. 

He expects the questionnaire to 
go out in early March and results 
to be tabulated in June. 

After that, residents' input of 
desires and hopes for the future of 
the municipality will be analysed 
before a start is made on drawing 
up the plan. 

Finally, after a draft is ready, 


there will be public hearings to en 
sure that all views have been re¬ 
ceived, 

Important points in the plan 
will include preservation of parks, 
retaining the integrity of residen¬ 
tial areas and the Oak Bay Village, 
and promotion of recreation 
events. 

Watts, a veteran Oak Bay resi¬ 
dent, recalls the days when Oak 
Bay was largely rural, but has a 
thorough understanding of its con¬ 
version to an urban, mostly dormi¬ 
tory and retirement centre in 
Greater Victoria. 

He expects Oak Bay will ex¬ 
pand its role as a convenient resi¬ 
dential area for the growing num¬ 
ber of elderly people in Canada, 
but also looks to the youth of the 
municipality to keep it vibrant. 

One of the things Watts has 
stressed is a north-south bus route 
in Oak Bay to enable students to 
attend University of Victoria and 
Camosun College without too 
many hassles, at the same time 
improving accessibilty to major 
shopping areas. 

The consultants were hired last 
fall for an initial sum of about 
$40,(88) to help municipal officials 
prepare the community plan. 


Government aid 
may yet save 
Racquet Club

bled Racquet Club of Victoria could come as early 
as Thursday. 

Saanich council meets in special session that 
night and is expected to endorse a recommendation 
for a government grant to aid in purchase of the 
(iordon Head Road recreational facility.

TEHRAN (AP) — A mob marched on the Soviet 
embassy on Tuesday. The Turkish embassy was the 
focus of a demonstration on Wednesday. Which em¬ 
bassy will be next? 

The shrinking diplomatic community in Tehran is 
taking no chances. 
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"The shredding machines 
have been working overnight 
for the past eight weeks, 
ever since the Americans 
were overrun,” said one of 
the few remaining Western 
diplomats. “We would all 
have been caught with our 
pants down if we’d been hit 
the same day.” 

Consigned to oblivion are 
documents linking any Ira¬ 
nian official with embassy 
contacts before, during or 
since the revolution. Such 
information is a potential 
tool in the current political 
quagmire of Iran. 

The militants occupying 
the U.S. embassy have pub¬ 
licized secret documents 
linking several senior Ira 
nian officials with the U.S 
government, and the detri 
mental effect on their ca 
reers was sudden.

with Ghotbzadeh in his first 
talks aimed at freeing the 
hostages held at the U.S.

About an hour after Wald¬ 
heim was to have arrived, an 
Iranian official announced 
the visit had been cancelled 
because of "a security risk” 
from demonstrations.

(Death to Wald¬ 
heim). 

Initial statements from 
Waldheim and the foreign 
ministry on the first round of 
talks stressed that the two 
men had concentrated on 
Iranian grievances. 

Waldheim said the hostage 
issue was discussed but did 
not elaborate. A 700-word 
communique from the for¬ 
eign ministry did not even 
mention the hostages, who 
have been held by militants 
at the embassy since Nov. 
4. 

The statement was devot¬ 
ed almost entirely to an ac¬ 
count of Waldheim's concern 
over “the violations of 
human rights suffered by the 
Iranian people under the 
previous regime,” and Ira¬ 
nian criticism of the United 
States and other super¬ 
powers. 

The militants insist they 
will not release the hostages 
until the shqh is returned to 
stand trial for alleged 
crimes committed during his 
regime. 

The UN Security Council 
gave Waldheim a new man¬ 
date Monday to try to win the 
release of the hostages — opt 
at 50 by the U.S. slate de¬ 
partment, 49 by their captors 
and 43 by three U.S. clergy¬ 
men who visited them at 
Christmas.

Baby scalded, placed in hot oven 

Mother burns child 
to ‘get rid of devil’ 


NEW YORK (UPI) — A 
woman, trying to “get rid of 
the devil” in her 20-month- 
old son, scalded him with 
water, placed him in a hot 
oven and then stood in the 
nude crooning an exorcism 
chant, police said Wednes¬ 
day. 

The child, Leon Justin, 
was in critical condition in 
the hospital with bums over 
95 per cent of his body and 
was not expected to live. His 
mother, Patricia Abraham, 
25, was charged with first-, 
degree assault. 

The police said the inci¬ 
dent occurred about mid¬ 
night Tuesday in the 
woman’s first-floor apart¬ 
ment. 

“It was an exorcism rite,” 
a police spokesman said. 
“She said she was trying to 
get rid of the devil. God had 
told her the baby was pos¬ 
sessed.” 

She told neighbors, “If you 
want to see the devil bum, 
come on in,” the spokesman 
said. 

Neighbors called police. 

The police spokesman said 
detectives had determined 
Miss Abraham was not a 
member of a religious cult 
and apparently had no his¬ 
tory of mental illness. 

The woman’s common-law 
husband, Leroy Justin, was 
not present at the time of the 
incident.

tary and diplomatic officials 
on how to counter the Soviet 
drive.

The price of gold 
soared to a record $627 
U.S. ($734 Canadian) an 
ounce in hectic trading on 
the Hong Kong bullion 
market today. 

But almost no transac¬ 
tions were recorded and 
dealers said the price 
was being pushed up by 
sellers holding stocks. 

“There can be no better 
investment in 1980,” one 
Hong Kong dealer said of 
the precious metal. 
“Gold is rising at a dollar 
a minute this morning.” 

On Wednesday, gold 
soared to all-time highs 
in the United States and 
Europe with buyers 
hardpressed to find 
sellers. 

Gold ended trading in 
New York at a record 
$574 ($672 Canadian) an 
ounce, an increase of $37 
from Monday. 

Gold set two records in 
London, jumping an un¬ 
precedented $43 from 
Monday’s price to close 
at a record $567.50 ($663 
Canadian) a troy ounce. 

In Paris, gold fever 
was so high that trading 
in the metal was suspend¬ 
ed as bids soared and still 
nobody wanted to sell. 

London silver prices 
rose by $8 to a record $40 
($47 Canadian) an ounce 
— up 112 per cent since 
Dec. 7. 


Poll record low 
for government 


TORONTO (UPC) — The 
popularity of Prime Minister 
Clark’s Conservatives in De¬ 
cember was the lowest of 
any government in power in 
the 39-year history of the 
Gallup Poll, a spokesman 
said Wednesday. 

In the Toronto-based Gal¬ 
lup organization’s survey, 
conducted before the gov¬ 
ernment’s defeat and re¬ 
leased Wednesday, eligible 
voters were asked, “If an 


election was held today, who 
would you vote for?” 

According to the poll con¬ 
ducted in the first four days 
of December, the governing 
Tories netted 27 per cent of 
popular support, while 47 
per cent of respondents 
would support the Liberals. 
23 per cent would vote for the 
New Demoeratic Party- 
while three per cent would 
vote for other parties and 
independents. 


Thomson bidding high for FP shares 


TORONTO (CP) - Thomson News¬ 
papers Ltd. has submitted a $139-million 
cash offer to purchase all of the issued and 
outstanding shares of FP Publications 
Ltd., the Thomson group announced Wed¬ 
nesday. 

Thomson, which owns 36 daily news¬ 
papers in Canada, said in a statement the 
offer was $4,000 a share for Class A or 
voting shares and $62.50 a share for equity 
shares. 

The statement said the offer—which 
expires Jan. 11—gave Thomson the right 
to purchase less than all the shares if not 
all shareholders accept the offer. 

The statement said the proposed acqui¬ 
sition would be financed by internal or 


borrowed funds. No shares of Thomson 
Newspapers would be issued in connection 
with the proposed transaction. 

FP Publications publishes eight daily 
newspapers in Canada, including The 
Daily Colonist and Times of Victoria and 
the Vancouver Sun. 

Toronto financier Conrad Black, with 
partners John Bassett, chairman of Baton 
Broadcasting Inc., Fredcrik Eaton, chair¬ 
man of T. Eaton Co., and George Gardiner, 
president of the investment firm Gardiner 
Watson Ltd., have offered a reported 
$120.3 million for FP. 

R. Howard Webster of Montreal has bid 
an estimated $109 million for FP. which 
also has substantial printing interests. 


Richard Shead of Winnipeg, lawyer for 
the John Sifton estate which owns about 
22 per cent of FP voting stock, said in a 
telephone interview the family would meet 
in Toronto this weekend to discuss the 
proposed offer. 

Shead said he could not comment on the 
family’s reaction until after the meeting, 
originally set up to discuss the offer by 
Black’s group. 

Black was not available for comment 
but Bassett said he discussed the issue with 
Gardiner. 

“As far as Mr. Bassett and Mr. Gar¬ 
diner are concerned, we arc not prepared 


to pay any more,” Bassett said. “We felt 
the bid we made was ample." 

He said it would be ridiculous to get into 
a bidding competition with Lord Thomson 
and the Thomson organization. 

Bassett also said that even if the Black 
deal had gone through, "I wouldn’t have 
owned a bit of it.” 

Bassett said he was acting as chairman 
of the Telegram Corp., set up in the 1950s 
by Bassett and the late John David Eaton 
for their sons. 

Thomson publishes 70 newspapers in 
the U.S. and 49 newspapers in Canada, 
including the Nanaimo Free Press, Kelow¬ 
na Courier, Penticton Herald and Kam 
loops Sentinel.
